Barrett earns praise, scorn for gas price plan 


Friday to increase the export price of natural 
gas and to share the revenues equally aulong 
the federal government, the B.C. government 
and the B.C. municipalities. 

The strong negative reaction came from - 
Francis Pearson of the Washington Utilities 
and Transportation Commission who said the 
plan was unfortunate. “Holy smoke, they're 
getting five times what they got a year ago 
already,” he exclaimed in Seattle. 

Other reactions to the plan were a mixed 
bag — from enthusiastic approval by B.C. 
municipal officials to vitriolic outbursts (a la 
Pearson) from United States natural gas cus¬ 
tomers. 

Barrett said the current cx[x>rt price of SI 
per thousand‘cubic feet should be increased 
immediately to $1.35 and should rise to its 
real market value of $1.93 by the end of this 
year. The final price increase would yield 
$180 million in government revenues in 1975, 
split equally among the three levels of gov¬ 
ernments. 


He said the proposal was "simple” and 
would not require complicated negotiations, 
it would give new confidence to the prov¬ 
ince’s natural gas industry. The proposed 
price increases should not come as a surprise 
to U.S. customers. 

"Americans know very well the price of 
gas must go up,” Barrett said. “They must 
say to themselves, if it costs us $1.35 to buy 
American gas, how come it only costs $1 to 
buy Canadian gas?” 

Meanwhile, Washington and Oregon are 
depending on a break in the cold weather 
pattern to get them through the next few 
crucial weeks of a 50-per-cent cutback in 
their natural gas supplies from B.C. 

"There’s no reason to panic yet,” said 
David Piper, a spokesman for the Oregon 
State Energy Office. 

If allowed to continue unabated, Barrett 
said, a shortfall in deliveries to U.S. custom¬ 
ers would develop next winter of up to 500 
million cubic feet a day, more than half the 
export commitment of 800 million. 


Barrett made it quite dear that B.C. con¬ 
sumers would not be affected by the pro¬ 
posed increase for export. 

Washington Natural Gas Co., the largest 
supplier in the state, predicted that the Cana¬ 
dian Energy Board will deny Barrett’s pro¬ 
posal. 

“We don’t anticipate that the board will 
buy it,” said spokesman Ken Wilson. “They 
just approved the increase from 66 cents to 
$1 and won’t go for another big increase this 
quickly.” 

Wilson said a smaller increase, perhaps to 
$1.20 and not until late his year, had been ex¬ 
pected — “but nothing this horrendous.” 

The B.C. proposal will be formally pre¬ 
sented to the federal government next week 
when the premier meets with federal Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald and Charles 
Drury, minister of state for science and tech¬ 
nology. 

The meeting has been set for Jan. 15 and 
the provincial government is trying to have it 
moved ahead to Jan. 14. 


Barrett said he hopes his proposal will 
resolve the differences between the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments over the taxa¬ 
tion of natural gas. 

“It reasons that increasing the wellhead 
price will give producers a higher income for 
the federal government to levy a corporate 
income tax on,” the premier said. 

WKHe the provincial government agrees 
the federal government should receive a 
share of the pnqyince’s natural gas revenues, 
he said, “we don’t want the federal govern¬ 
ment’s share to be dissipated in the pockets 
of the petroleum industry.” 

"Instead of squabbling over the sharing of 
revenues derived from the export sale of 
B.C.’s natural gas at $1,” he said, "the feder¬ 
al government through its National Energy 
Board should raise the export price to its 
real market value, thus enabling the B.C. Pe¬ 
troleum Corp. to divide those new revenues 
equally between the federal government, pro¬ 
vincial government and municipalities of 
B.C.”

Most Vancouver Island mu¬ 
nicipal leaders interviewed 
Friday reacted enthusi¬ 
astically to Premier Barrett’s 
proposed three-way sharing of 
anticipated additional revenue 
from the export of natural 
gas. 

Only Victoria Mayor Peter 
Pollen threw some cold water 
on the scheme. 

While expressing delight 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment at long last has realized 
that municipalities need addi¬ 
tional tax sources, Pollen 
warned that drastic changes 
are required to stop the 
wasteful spending of money. 

"There is enough money 
now to run the country, pro¬ 
vided it is spent in a co-or¬ 
dinated and disciplined man¬ 
ner.” Pollen said. 

“To find additional tax rev¬ 
enue sources is fine, but all 
the additional taxes won’t ac¬ 
complish anything unless we 
spend the money more sensi¬ 
bly,” he added. 

# Pollen stressed that the pre¬ 
mier’s proposed scheme was 
a “possible light at the end of 
the tunnel as far as municipal 
financing is concerned.” 

On the other hand, he 
added, “it’s a little disturbing 
to see the lack of sophistica¬ 
tion in financial planning.” 

Kay G’-ouhel, mayor of 
Ladysmith and president of 
the Union ol B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities, called Barrett’s an¬ 
nouncement gratifying. 

“I can only wish Mr. Bar¬ 
rett success. In our policy, we 
have always urged the gov¬ 
ernment to set up a different

Slashing tornadoes kill eight 


McCOMB, Miss. (UPI) - 
Tornadoes slashed across the 
south from Mississippi to 
Georgia Friday, smashing 
schools, stores and homes, 
killing at least eight persons 
and injuring more than 125. 

Seven of ihe dead were re¬ 
ported in Mississippi and the 
eighth in Alabama. A tor¬ 
nado damaged a school and a 
nursing home in west Georgia 
and another smashed a trailer 
park in Florida, injuring sev¬ 
eral persons.. 



At McComb, a tornado that 
struck soon after school began 
ripped a two - mile swath 
through the western edge of 
the city. It collapsed an ele¬ 
mentary school around its ter¬ 
rified students and demo¬ 
lished a shopping centre. 

Late Friday, a tornado 
struck downtown Pell City, 
Ala., 25 miles east of Bir¬ 
mingham, and authorities at 
St. Clair County Hospital said 
between 22 persons had been 
treated and released and 


three were admitted to the 
hospital. Alabama civil de¬ 
fence director C. J. Sullivan 
said a tornado killed a vil¬ 
lager in Ragland, north of 
PeU City. 

Twenty persons were re¬ 
ported injured when a tornado 
smashed into a trailer park in 
Pelham, south of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

“It touched down right in 
the middle of town,” said a 
harried officer in the sheriff's 


office at Pell City. “It's done 
a lot of damage and I’m going 
to have to go right now be¬ 
cause the courthouse is all 
torn up.” 

A tornado at Wes^ Point. 
Georgia damaged a school 
and a nursing home apparent¬ 
ly without injuring anyone 
Friolay night, and at Fort 
Walton Beach, Florida, two 
persons were taken to hospital 
and several others treated 
after a tornado damaged 15 
trailer homes.

TORONTO (CP) A 

former drug squad officer, a 
lawyer and several addicts 
say some members of the 
RCMP drug squad in Van¬ 
couver traffic in drugs, beat 
people, steal, commit perjury 
and use entrapment. 

The charges are made on 
CTV’s news papgram W5 to 
lie shown nationally Sunday at 
10 p.m. EST. A transcript of 
the program was released 
Friday. 

Former KCMP corporal 
Jim Hunt, who spent 16 years 
on the force charges that the 
RCMP regularly traffics in 
heroin. 

He told k CTV interviewer: 

"I could seize an out outfit 
and any amount of drugs 
whether it be heroin, or in 
those days amphetamines or 
barbiturates, and nobody had 
any control about it. In other 
words, I ccwld come back and 
if there were no case, I could 
put it into my drawer. So 
when somebody phoned, it 


was a common occurrence to 
say 'OK fine, look there’s a 
pole at 17th and Yukon, let’s 
say ... or a mailbox down 
the west end of Jarvis and 
somewhere else, and just look 
under that in about 30 min¬ 
utes and I’ll hear from you to¬ 
morrow,’ and it’s in effect 

trafficking” 

The transcript says Hunt 


was forced to retire in July, 
1973 but does not say why. 

Sidney Simons, a prominent 
drug defence lawyer in Van¬ 
couver. said the RCMP “give 
people licences to traffic and 
either encourage or condone 
that trafficking and some¬ 
times on a very large scale.”

Other 
might have to change jobs 
within the plant. 

The up-Island economy suf¬ 
fered another set-back Friday 
as Western Mines announced 
it would lay off some 100 
miners at its Myra Creek 
operation “within the next 
week or so.” 

Western’s president Bill Jc- 
witt said the combined effect 
of provincial and federal taxa¬ 
tion policies would mean the 
mine w'ould suffer a projected 
net loss of $750,000 in 1975. 

Jewitt said that, unless the 
"confrontation” between se¬ 
nior governments over taxa¬ 
tion was resolved, his mine 
would be forced Ip shut-down 
completely. 

He said the Western Mines 
Board would meet again 
“early In March” to decide 
the mine’s fate. 

Jewitt estimated that this

1974. In February the firm 
had received a grant of 
$553,380 from the federal re¬ 
gional economic expansion de¬ 
partment for plant expansion.

MONTREAL (CP) - An 
armed robber given a special 
Christmas leave from Co- 
wansville Penitentiary has in¬ 
formed the prison warden he 
does not plan to return to 
finish a seven-year sentence. 

“Since I now feel fully reha¬ 
bilitated and am now gainful¬ 
ly employed, I don’t plan to 
return to the institution,” con¬ 


vict Georges Lebrun, 31, told 
warden Guy Lemire in a let¬ 
ter. 

Lebrun thanked the warden 
for the attention he received 
at "the institution, 35 miles 
east of Montreal, saying it 
greatly helped his rehabili¬ 
tation. 

Lebrun and fellow prisoner 
Michel Beaulieu, 31, are the 


only ones still at large of 323 
federal prisoners in the Mon¬ 
treal area granted leave at 
Christmas. 

Beaulieu was serving 20 
years for armed robbery. 

“I urge them to return im¬ 
mediately because they stand 
to gain nothing, but lose 
much, by remaining illegally 
at large,” warden Lemire 



said of Lebrun and Beaulieu. 

Lebrun’s sentence was to 
expire Aug. 12, 1978, while 
Beaulieu was due out Jan. 1, 
1983. 

Six prisoners, including 
Beaulieu and Lebrun, failed to 
return on time when their 
leaves expired. Two later sui- 
rendered and two w'ere re¬ 
turned by police.

‘‘Since we believe that 
under realistic taxation poli¬ 
cies we would still have an 
enterprise capable for many 
years to come of providing 
employment and paying divi¬ 
dends and taxes, we sincerely 
hope that this taxation prob¬ 
lem will be resolved, especial¬ 
ly since our ore reserves at 
the end of 1974 show an in¬ 
crease of over 200,000 tons as 
compared to the end of 1073,” 
Jewitt said in a prepared 
statement. 

In an interview later, Jewitt 
said the lay-offs had nothing

to do with a request from 
Japan that B.C. copper pro¬ 
ducers reduce shipments to 
that country by 15 per cent. 

He pointed out that copper 
was only one of five metal* 
mined at Myra Creek’* two 
mines and that the shipment 
cutbacks were only in effect 
for two months. 

He could give no definite 
date for the lay-offs except to 
say “within a week or so . . . 
it might be longer.” 

Union staff representative 
Sandy Gage, however, 
claimed the news of lay-offs is 
an “interesting coincidence in 
timing.” 

Gage, spokesman for Local 
954, United Steelworkers of 
America, noted that the Social 
Credit Party had organized a 
meeting on the “evils” of Bill 
31 tonight in Campbell River. 
The meeting had been widely 
promoted. 

Gage challenged Western 
Mines to open its books and 
show how die various govern¬ 
ment taxes affected the com¬ 
pany's “profitability.” 


But when asked his position 
on the stand taken by United 
States Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer that the cuts would re¬ 
medy the world’s economic 
problems, Macdonald said: “I 
disagree with Kissinger.” 

Macdonald! arrived here 
Monday on a week-long of¬ 
ficial visit, the second in a 
year, to discuss future Vene¬ 
zuelan oil supplies to Canada. 
The 10-month-old Venezuelan 
government is planning to na¬ 
tionalize foreign oil holdings. 

Canada and the U.S. have 
been traditional buyers of 
Venezuelan oil. Approxi¬ 
mately 35Q.000 barrels a day 
of Venezuelan oil goes to Can¬ 
ada, while <the U.S. imports 
about 1.2 million barrels 
daily. 

TTie Canadian minister said 
he has received! assurances 
for continued supply of Vene¬ 
zuelan oil after the country’s 
oil industry is nationalized. 

A Venezuelan government 
official said earlier in the 
week that this country is 
"willing” to continue supply¬ 
ing Canada as well as its 
other traditional clients. 

Macdonald told a news con¬ 
ference Canada’s oil imports 
from Venezuela have been 
handled by private oil compa¬ 
nies, but in the future may be 
negotiated on a govemment- 
to-govemment basis. 

“We took a step in that di¬ 
rection,” Macdonald said of 
his meeting earlier in the day 
with Venezuela’s Mine and 
Hydrocarbons Minister Valen¬ 
tin Hernandez. 

He also said the talks with 
the Venezuelan official cover¬ 


ed a wide-range of bilateral 
and world petroleum matters, 
including oil prices, supplies 
and petroleum technology. 

Macdonald said the talks 
also touched! on the question 
of a possible meeting between 
world oil producers and con¬ 
sumers to deal with the im¬ 
pact of oil prices on world 
economy. 

“Such a meeting is desira¬ 
ble” and would open the way 
for dealing with the interna¬ 
tional economic problems in 
an attitude of “co-operation 
and not confrontation.” 


Kay Grouhel, president of 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities. said the UBCM would 
back Barrett “all the way” in 
his bid to raise the gas price. 

The proposal to share reve¬ 
nues with the municipalities, 
she said, “could allow munici¬ 
palities some leeway in pro¬ 
viding services they perhaps 
have been holding back on be¬ 
cause of lack of money.” 

Vancouver Mayor Art Phil¬ 
lips was enthusiastic about 
the premier's proposals, say¬ 
ing a minimum of $20 million 
a year would accrue to B.C. 
municipalities, of which $4 to 
$5 million would come to Van¬ 
couver. 

B.C. Liberal leader David 
Anderson was critical of the 
proposals, saying that instead 
of providing a stable source of 
revenue to local governments 
through an adequate per capi¬ 
ta grant “the premier is try¬ 
ing to mask the inadequacy of 
his governments’ municipal 
policy by a proposal of this 
sort.” 

Opposition Leader William 
Bennett said he agrees the 
province needs the increased 
revenue, but the method by 
which the government hopes 
to acquire the revenue will in¬ 
vite “economic warfare with 
the United States.” 

Alexander McIntosh, senior 
vice-president of Pacific Pe¬ 
troleum Ltd. of Calgary, said 
he was disappointed the price 
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paid to producers wouldn’t be 
increased under Barrett’s pro¬ 
posal. 

John Poyen, president of 


the Canadian Petroleum Asso¬ 
ciation. said if the price of 
gas exported to the U.S. were 
increased immediately, “it 
would invite retaliation from 
the United States." 

“Sure, the industry wants 
natural gas to reach its fair 


value, but this should be done 
Poyen said to give new con¬ 
fidence to the industry in 
B.C., the price paid to produc¬ 
ers should be increased and 
Ottawa’s taxation of the so- 
called “royalty” portion eli¬ 
minated.

“And the one case I had in 
mind in particular ... where 
the police have acknowledged 
that a person that they have 
known to be putting out six or 
seven ounces of heroin a 
week, was allowed to do this

"Generally the police take 
them in the alley and take the 
money off them and if they 
don't get the money they beat 
them up, and if they do. 
sometimes they beat them up, 
slape them around anyway,” 
said a former addict who 
asked to remain anonymous.

Esquimalt Mayor Art

palities. 

He was referring to the fact 
that if Barrett’s plan is ac¬ 
cepted by Ottawa, the U.S. 
would have to pay more for 
Canadian natural gas.

Income 
tax cut 

Ford’s 

remedy 


WASHINGTON (API — 
President Ford has decided to 
propose a $15-billion cut in 
personal income taxes that 
might be distributed to United 
States citizens in special tax- 
rebate cheques, high adminis¬ 
tration sources said Friday. 

Administration officials said 
the president has not decided 
exactly how the $ 15-billion lax 
cut would be distributed. But 
they said one proposal beinfe 
considered by Ford is a 10- 
per-cent reduction in 1974 in 
individual income taxes, 
which would be refunded 
either in special rebate 
cheques or through reductions 
in tax payments. 

Under that proposal, a fam¬ 
ily owing $2,000 in taxes 
would he entitled to a $200 tax 
reduction. 

The president decided on 
Ihe $15-billion figure after re¬ 
ceiving a unanimous recom¬ 
mendation for such a step 
from his 16-memher labor- 
management committee. 

Conference 

PARIS (UPI) — President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing of 
P’rance called Friday for a 
conference of oil producers, 
industrialized oil consumers 
and developing countries “as 
soon as possible” in an effort 
to solve the world energy 
crisis. 

“The government wishes 
the convocation as soon as 
possible 1 , the month of March 
being considered as an objec¬ 
tive for a preparatory meet¬ 
ing,” he said in a statement. 

Warplanes 

TEL AVIV (UPI) — Israel’s 
military chief of staff said 
Friday the U.S. sale of $750 
million in warplanes to Saudi 
Arabia could herald a signifi¬ 
cant development that should 
be followed closely to prevent 
military surprises to Israel. 

“If this trend continues,” 
Lt.-Gen Mordechai Gur said 
of the U.S. sale, ”it can cer¬ 
tainly be significant. We must 
certainly be alert in keeping 
track of the building of Iheir 
forces because one day Saudi 
Arabia might surprise us.” 

Strait goods 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malay¬ 
sia (UPI) — Malaysia Friday 
complained to Japan about 
ihe high risk of supertanker 
accidents in the Malacca 
Strait and warned it may join 
Indonesia in banning Ihe huge 
tankers from the congested 
waterway. 

Government sources said 
the two countries want to bar 
1 ankers over 200,000 tons from 
ihe strait, but Malaysia wants 
lo win the support of the Law 
of the Sea conference in Vien¬ 
na next: March before acting 
on the proposal.

The case Involves Julio •Juveutino Lujan, an Argentine, 
who with eight others was indicted by a Brooklyn grand jury 
in July, 1973, for conspiracy to import and distribute heroin. 

Lujan said he had been lured to Bolivia by U.S. agents 
and was placed on a plane to New York where he, was arrest¬ 
ed. He charged that his right to dtie process of law had been 
denied and petitioned for release.

Two Russians on board 

Soyuz-17 in orbit 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The So¬ 
viet Union launched a manned 
Iwo-berth spacecraft early 
this morning in a shakedown 
experiment for next July’s or¬ 
bital linkup with American as¬ 
tronauts. 

The Soviet news agency 
Tass said the Soyuz-17 space¬ 
ship blasted for a rendezvous 
with the Salyut-4 space labo¬ 
ratory put into orbit Dec. 26. 

Tass said crew members 
Lt^Col. Alexei Gubarev and 
civilian flight engineer Georgi 
Grechko both 43 years old, 
are making Iheir first space 
voyage. 

“Afler Ihe launching of the 
spaceship .into a near-earth 
orbit, cosmonauts Gubarev 
and Grechko started imple¬ 
mentation of the flight pro¬ 
gram,” Tass said. 

It said the cosmonauts felt 
well and all systems aboard 
the Soyuz were funtioning nor¬ 
mally. 

It was the second manned 
Soviet flight in little more 
than a month. 


Soyuz 16, which took off 
Dec. 2, remained aloft for six 
days, and officials said it 
completed its mission 
successfully. 

That flight carried special 
collar ami locking flanges of 
the sort that will be used to 
join a Soyuz craft with an 
American Apollo in history’s 
first international space link¬ 
up. 


Having practiced with the 
jointly-designed docking col¬ 
lar on the last mission, the So¬ 
viets now appeared tq be try¬ 
ing to perfect linkups in orbit 
with another craft. 

The last attempt to board a 
Salyut spacelab ended in fail¬ 
ure. 

That was the Soyuz-15 shot 
designed to link with the Sal- 
yut-3 last Aug. 27.

' MIDNIGHT OF JANUARY 27,1973, the long- 
awaited and painstakingly concluded ceasefire 
agreement went into effect in South Vietnam. It 
had been signed by the United States, North Viet¬ 
nam, South Vietnam and the South Vietnamese 
Provisional Revolutionary Government (Viet 
Cong) as an instrument for, among other things, 
the release of prisoners of war, establishment of an 
international commission for control and super¬ 
vision of its terms and the organization of a gener¬ 
al election in South Vietnam in the interests of self- 
determination. 

Then-President Richard Nixon of the United 
States hailed the occasion as a diplomatic ac¬ 
complishment, when he announced: “We have 
today concluded an agreement to eridthe war and 
bring peace with honor in Vietnam...” 

His optimism was ill-founded. The, ceasefire 
didn’t last out the day. 

Since then the Viet Cong revolutionary army, 
directed and supported by North Vietnam’s ef¬ 
ficient and well equipped regular forces, has steadi¬ 
ly accelerated its campaign until today the govern¬ 
ment in Saigon is appealing to its friends and the 
Geneva Conference powers for help to check this 
latest phase of communist aggression, steadily clos¬ 
ing in on the capital. 

At the same time the Vietnam ceasefire was 
ratified, the parties signatory to it pledged them¬ 
selves “to strictly respect the 1954 Geneva agree¬ 
ments on Cambodia and the 1962 agreements on 
Laos ... recognizing the independence, sovereign¬ 
ty, unity and territorial integrity of these coun¬ 
tries.” 

Yet in neither of these neighbor nations has 
North Vietnam shown the slightest interest in im¬ 
plementation of the 1973 agreement. 


On the contrary the Hanoi government has 
continued to use the Cambodian bases to supply 
and reinforce offensive elements in South Vietnam. 

It has converted the old Ho Chi-minh trail into 
an all-weather military highway through Cam¬ 
bodia over which the material and, troops for the 
current offensive against Saigon are being trans¬ 
ported. 

It has never suspended support of the commu¬ 
nist insurgents in either Cambodia, Laos or Thai¬ 
land. 

Reports of the increased momentum of attacks 
upon all of its neighbors, as well as of atrocities of 
incredible ferocity, have prompted the Thai govern¬ 
ment to urge Hanoi to withdraw its troops from 
Cambodia and Laos and halt support of the terror¬ 
ists in Thailand. 

It is perfectly safe to predirt* that the North 
Vietnamese will remain deaf to any such appeal. 

The United States, however, is studying means 
of getting aid to South Vietnam in the rising emer¬ 
gency. 

Unhappily, it is improbable that additional 
weapons will have any lasting effect. Some other 
method must be found to dissuade Hanoi from pur¬ 
suing its expansionist adventure. Both the Soviet 
Union and the People’s Republic of China, members 
of the so-called Geneva Conference supposedly 
guaranteeing the peace of Southeast Asia, qouid, if 
they would, bring immediate pressure to halt Han¬ 
oi’s aggression. 

The clear fact remains, however, that as long 
as the forces of revolution and conquest march 
under a red banner neither of the communist 
giants will do anything to slow or halt them. 

Ceasefire agreements, treaties and promises 
are no defence against an ideology which justifies 
any means, however evil, to a gratifying end.

[ OW DOES YOUR GARDEN GROW? What a 
question to ask with! the way things are look¬ 
ing outside the window.

The annual bird count, which covers most if 
not all of Canada and the U.S., is a highly-or¬ 
ganized undertaking in which participation must be 
restricted, but a flower count could involve anyone 
and everyone.

Barlow of Norman Comer, Kingsgate Road, Win¬ 
chester: "Sir: On Christmas Day there were in full 
bloom in this garden polyanthus, campanula, 
pansy, scabious, rose, snowdrop, arabis, tobacco 
plant, love-in-the-mist and, of course, hellebore and 
jasmine. No doubt someone can cap this list, but I 
cannot recall having ever before such a display at 
Christmas time.” 

And a waggish “capping” of his list came from 
Kenneth Meilanby of Hill Farm, Wennington, 
Huntingdon: “Sir: I can do better than Mr. C. M. 
Barlow. I have a wealth of groundsel, chickweed, 
mayweed, spurge, dandelion, daisy and a host of 
other weeds both flowering and rampaging over 
my garden. They seem to have grown with in¬ 
creased vigour as the winter has proceeded."

Passport to a classless state 


New Soviet regulations for 
issuing internal passports to 
all citizens above the age of 
16 have more of an ideologi¬ 
cal-political significance than 
a practical one. In reality, 
they will make little dif¬ 
ference to everyday life. 

It is true, of course, that ag¬ 
ricultural workers on the col¬ 
lective farms will now be en¬ 
titled to a passport and will 
no longer need the permission 
of the chairman of their farm 
before they can move. But, in 
practice, these workers have 
always found ways to circum¬ 
vent the regulations. 

The abolition of point five 
from the passport — which 
described the class or profes¬ 
sion of the holder, usually in 
three categories, worker, 
farmer and white collar 
. '1

worker - may increase social 
mobility of a different sort. 
For instance, with the new 
passports it will be more dif¬ 
ficult to fix quotas for 
workers and farmers in edu¬ 
cational establishments to 
keep down the proportion of 
the middle classes. 


This is an ideological ques¬ 
tion par excellence. The So¬ 
viet Communist Party and 
the Soviet state are usually 
described as either a work¬ 
ers’ party or a workers’ state. 
But the fact is that the pro¬ 
portion of pure workers has 
been decreasing steadily over 
the years, reflecting tremen¬ 
dous social changes which 


have taken place. Even the 
Communist Party in this 
sense has ceased to be a pre¬ 
dominantly workers’ party. 

After Stalin's death there 
was a move to call the Soviet 
Union a state of the whole 
people. But that came to 
nothing after the ousting of 
Nikita Krushchev in 1964 and 
the theme was virtually for¬ 
gotten until recently. 

It is quite possible that at 
the next congress of the 
CPSU, tentatively scheduled 
for March-April, 1976, a move 
will be made to declare the 
Soviet Union a state of the 
whole people and the party 
an organization of the van¬ 
guard of the whole popula¬ 
tion. 


Russian plot crushed 


An attempt to detach Al¬ 
bania from its alliance with 
China has been crushed hy 
General Enver Hoxha, the 
country's veteran leader, 
alter the gravest leadership 
crisis in Tirana since the 
break with Moscow in 1961. 

Evidence of a plot or¬ 
ganized by the Russians to 
overthrow the pro-Peking Al¬ 
banian regime was revealed 
by General Hoxha himself at 
a recent meeting of the Al¬ 
banian Communist Party 
Praesidium, details of which 
have just emerged.

Hoxha. referring to “the 
diabolical plots," both exter¬ 
nal and internal, said that 
"enemies and ’agents of 
foreign powers” he did not 
name them “who tried to 
carry out plots were caught 
red-handed." 

He added that "these ras-

cals" had attempted to sabo¬ 
tage the "brilliant, steel-like 
defence of our country" but 
they did not succeed. “They 
have been exposed and eli¬ 
minated as soon as they have 
raised the tips of their ears. 
Neither were they able to 
alter the direction of. our lead¬ 
ership." 

General Hoxha’s outburst 
explains for the first time the 
real reasons and the mystery 
surrounding the fall almost 
two months ago of the second 
most powerful man in Al¬ 
bania, Beqir Balluku, the de¬ 
fence minister and the boss of 
the military establishment. 
The sacking of Balluku fol¬ 
lowed a major purge in the 
army which is still in process 
and includes the army chief 
of staff and several member* 


of the military political direc¬ 
torate. 

These wholly unexpected 
developments in Tirana point 
to three unmistakable conclu¬ 
sions. Th* first is that Balluku 
has been working for the Rus¬ 
sians for some considerable 
time and organized the plot 
oh their behalf; the second 
that pro-Soviet sympathies in 
the Albanian Army have not 
been extinguished; the third 
that the Albanian leadership 
remains unstable and tension- 
ridden.

The disclosure of this So¬ 
viet-manipulated plot proves 
— if this is at all necessary — 
that the Kremlin has not 
given up plans to regain con¬ 
trol of this strategically-im- 
porfant tiny country on the 
Adriatic.

The long-hair trend 


Few things have changed so 
drastically in our North 
American society as men’s 
haif styles. 

A few years ago the courts 
were even ordering young 
men with long hair to get 
haircuts — as were school 
principals. Today, judges 
wear long hair, as do teach¬ 
ers. And the kids, bless them, 
are even showing signs of re¬ 
verting to short hair. 

Nothing can kill a youth 
kick so effectively as the mid¬ 
dle-class establishment adopt¬ 
ing and taking it over. 

Sociologists, philosophers, 
even political scientists tend 
to read all sorts of signifi¬ 
cance into hair styles: The 
decline of Rome, decadence of 
Athens, demise of the West, 
etc. 

In the book The Complete 
Book of Men’s Hairstyles and 
Hair Care by Marion Pudoy 
and Miriam Cardwell; Gener¬ 
al Publishing; $5.75; such in¬ 
sights as “even those devoted 
and dedicated to the conser¬ 
vative and traditional will 
admit that today’s male has 
come into his own: He has 
become a distinct and com¬ 
pletely fresh entity ... . now 
he can wear his hair any 
length, have it tinted or light¬ 
ened, curled or straightened 
. . . the now male is a trend¬ 
setter in his own terms." 

★ ★ ★ 

In some cases, the male 
non-conformist of today wears 
sfnrt hair. Even clippers on 
the side, like Second World 
War infanteers. 

Why did the long-hair trend 
start? Intellectuals may 
theorize about the liberation 
of the male spirit, or that it 
coincides with the decline of 
civilization, rise of homosex¬ 
uality, or that it indicates sex¬ 
ual rebellion, or narcissim or 
something. No possibility is 
too bizarre not to have its ad¬ 
vocates and apologists. 

Personally, I suspect the 
long hair syndrome is the 
fault of barbers. They 
charged too much, t » fast. I 
speak with some authority, or 
personal experience. 

For the last 20 years of his 
life, my father never went to 
a barber. It was not the god 
of nonconformity that drove 
him to this decision, but the 
high price of a haircut. 

It was shortly after the war 
when barbers in Vancouver 
raised the price of a haircut 
from 75 cents to $1. I recall 
my Old Man’s indignation: 
“Damn robbers. No haircut is 
worth $1. I’ll bloody well cut 
my own hair before paying 
that ransom." 

He then went into a speech 
about the value of short hair 
and that you could never tell 
when you might get a head 
wound and how long hair

would increase the risk of in¬ 
fection. I had heard this 
truism ever since I was a 
child and grew up conscious 
that if a sniper wounded me 
in the head and my hair was 
long.

Intolerance 
of the tolerant

A most unscholarly war — 
not untypical of academia 
elsewhere in these tense 
times — is presently raging 
on the campus of the City 
University of New York 
among professors who dis¬ 
agree on a tangle of sticky 
items like open admissions, 
scholastic standards, course 
content, white radicals, black 
academics, and general edu¬ 
cational philosophy. 

Such immemorial wars 
among people whose profes¬ 
sion it is to split hairs is not 
new. What is new is the 
present move to split heads. 

The Faculty Senate appoint¬ 
ed a special panel to inves¬ 
tigate the behavior of five dis¬ 
sidents, who — insisting on 
their academic freedoms — 
just refused to appear before 
a panel set up by an uncon¬ 
genial body. Whereupon the 
panel recommended that the 
senate censure all five and 
suspend or remove their ring 
leader, Dr. Stanley Page, be¬ 
cause of "his continuing un¬ 
substantiated charges” against 
aolministrators and col¬ 
leagues. 

Since the eye of the storm 
is the history department, 
they should be able to derive 
some guidance from past epi¬ 
sodes of a like character. For 
instance: . 

Galileo* stated publicly that 
the earth revolved around the 
sun. For this "unsubstantiat¬ 
ed" opinion, he was hailed be¬ 
fore a tribunal, found guilty, 
and sentenced to be burned at 
the stake. Those were the 
aays before academic free¬ 
dom. 

Because a teacher by the 
name of John T. Scopes 
taught in Tennessee that man, 
in his evolution, was related 
to apes, he was fired from his 
job. He was prosecuted by the 
great William Jennings Bryan 
for teaching an “unsubstan¬ 
tiated” opinion and defended 
by the equally great Clarence 
Darrow. Scopes was found 
guilty.

Jesus was brought before 
Pontius Pilate for a whole col¬ 
lection of “unsubstantiated" 
opinions, was found guilty and 
was crucified. 

For centuries, scholars 
were hounded for daring to 
suggest that the world was 
round and not flat, that in¬ 
sanity was a disease not a 
deed of the devil. 

And now, in the year 1975, 
the faculty at City College — 
famed for its open-min¬ 
dedness, tolerance, even radi¬ 
calism — is trying one of its 
scholars for his “unsubstan¬ 
tiated" charges. 

Eternally, the question is 
the same. Who decidles what 
is “substantiated” and what 
is not? Every day, in a mil¬ 
lion courtrooms, this matter 
is debated as the shadows of 
truth and untruth skit through 
the minds of judges and 
juries. 

What is freedom except a 
climate in which the people 
who are in charge of knowing 
what is right allow others the 
right to be wrong? 

The shocking thing about 
the case is that those who are 
bringing the charges would 
ordinarily be identified? with 
the minorities in revolt 
against the “establishment." 
But, in the role of the Es¬ 
tablishment, they appear to 
be playing the ancient role of 
the intolerant. They will allow 
disagreement so long as -the 
critic speaks in truth and not 
error. 

And who, pray, decides 
what is “truth” and what is 
“error?" 

, No doubt, much more is in¬ 
volved in this scholastic rhu¬ 
barb than the charges of “un¬ 
substantiated charges." But it 
would, indeed, be a great set¬ 
back for academic freedom if 
members of the faculty were 
fired because they dared — 
even unsubstantially — to 
make “charges” against their 
peers or even their betters. 
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search for a better hair-cutter 
and used to scowl and mutter 
whenever he passed a bar¬ 
bershop. To him, barbers 
were rascals almost as de¬ 
vious as Mackenzie King, the 
Treasury Board and pacifists. 

One day he came home with 
a device that he was to use 
for 20 years.

But he didn’t 
worry. He used to say the dif¬ 
ference between a good and 
bad haircut was about three 
days. Anyway he was pledged 
to boy cot robber barbers. 

Years passed. And then ca¬ 
lamity struck — his supply of 
blades ran out. By then they 
were no longer on the market. 
He began sharpening old 
blades by rubbing them on 
glass, which he said was what 
they used to do in tht First 
World War. His Playtex Cut¬ 
ter also began to wear out. 
Always one for preventative 
maintenance, he was worried. 

In desperation he wrote to 
the company whose address 
was imprinted on the handle 
— Playtex Hair Cutter, Play¬ 
tex Park, Dovef, Delaware, 
U.S.A. — outlining his woes. 
He mentioned he’d used the 
product since the Second 
World War and that it was a 
splendid instrument and even 
cut hair short enough so that 
chances of infection were re¬ 
duced in event of a head 
wound. He said he couldn’t 
buy blades anywhere and he’d 
pay anything if the company 
could send him some — to 
hell with gouging barbers.

Lo, a grateful company re¬ 
sponded with a courtesy car¬ 
ton of blades, dredged up 
from somewhere. Included 
was a new, gold-plated hair 
cutter too, for it seems he was 
their longest, most loyal cus¬ 
tomer. My father was delight¬ 
ed, proud, relieved. He used 
the device until his death 
seven years ago. I inherited 
the Playtex cutter. By then, 
barber’s prices were even 
more scandalous, so I began 
using it regularly. Sure, I too 
looked a bit mangey after a 
session, but worth $2.50 saved. 

Eventually my inherited 
blades ran out. No doubt the 
product has been discontin¬ 
ued. I’ve tried sharpening old 
blades on glass, and it doesn’t 
work. I’ve re-used old blades 
but they tug and pull and 
hurt. So I’ve had to return to 
barber-shops. Reluctantly. 

As a last gasp attempt, I’m 
trying my father’s ploy of 
writing to the address on the 
handle of the cutter dn a plea 
for the special blades. I doubt 
I'll get a response. Ti in- 
x-rease chances, I’m sending 
this column in hopes of touch¬ 
ing a corporate heart.

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Defence cuts 
outlined 
next Friday 


OTTAWA (CP) - Defence 
Minister James Richardson is 
expected to make a major 
policy speech next week, ex¬ 
plaining the future look of the 
pared-down Canada’s armed 
forces. 

The chief of defence staff, 
General J. A. Dextraze, is ex¬ 
pected to follow this with a 
speech on how the forces will 
implement that policy and 
what jobs have been cut be¬ 
cause of personnel reductions. 

Both speeches are to be 
made Friday at the minister’s 
annual meeting with the Cana¬ 
dian Defence Associations, a 
collection of 13 associations 
representing 35,000 militia 
and reserve people across the 
country. 

Richardson is expected to 
come under criticism as asso¬ 
ciation representatives fire 
what could be the last salvos 
of a concerted, months-long 
campaign to halt erosion in 
the forces. 

The speeches by the min¬ 
ister and general should final¬ 
ly spell out how the forces 
will do essential work and 
continue a modernization pro¬ 
gram while living with infla¬ 
tion. 

They will come just a cou¬ 
ple of months before severe 


inflation-caused restraints are 
due to be lifted and the forces 
are to start on their way to 
normalcy. 

Since last fall the forces 
have been operating well 
below normal operational 
levels while the cabinet decid¬ 
ed future policy. 

Some capital spending has 
been delayed. 

The effective strength has 
fallen to about 78,000, about 
3,000 v less than a year ago, 
and the cabinet has decided to 
leave it there. 

The defence budget for the 
next fiscal year will be al¬ 
lowed to rise 11.2 per cent to 
about $2.8 billion. 

Richardson has said that 
tasking of the forces must be 
reduced to match the person¬ 
nel reduction. But he has not 
spelled out what cuts will be. 

The cuts were agreed upon 
by the cabinet which has been 
under some pressure from 
what has -been described as 
the “military lobby’’ within 
the Liberal caucus. 

The lobby has been fed by 
what has appeared to have 
been a concerted and co-or¬ 
dinated attack by the various 
reserve and militia associa¬ 
tions with CDS which sought 
to prevent severe cuts in the 
Forces.

Study hints arsenic guilty 


OTTAWA (CP) — A long- 
secret federal health study 
has found several unusual 
health characteristics among 
residents of Yellowimife, and 
says arsenic from the area's 
gold mines may be responsi¬ 
ble for some illnesses. 

The controversial, report 
was made public here Friday 
after Health Minister Marc 
1 blonde assured reporters 
Thursday that the study found 
no “causal relationship’’ be¬ 
tween arsenic and the health 
of the town’s 7,000 residents. 

But the study itself, ap¬ 
parently completed in 1969 fol¬ 
lowing a large 1966 survey 
when the town had 3,800 resi¬ 
dents, suggests otherwise. 

It says a relationship exists 
between arsenic dusts from 
area gold mines and skin dis-

orders among mill workers in 
the Northwest Territories cap¬ 
ital. 

Arsenic, a poisonous sub¬ 
stance used in gold smelting 
and known to cause cancer 
and respiratory diseases, has 
been found in higtier-than- 
average levels In the air and 
water around Yellowimife. 
and the health department 
has been monitoring It sinca 
1950, the report also says. 

It suggests that these high 
levels may have contributed 
to the prevalence of skin le¬ 
sions among residents of the 
community other than the 
workers directly exposed in 
the mills. 


The study, which Included a 
house-to-house health survey 
of 70 per cent of the town’s 
residences, also found a high 
incidence of acute respiratory 
disease in males as well as a 
high prevalence of chronic 
“non-specific’’ respiratory 
disease. 

It says the irritant action of 
inhaled arsenic dust may 
have had a minor contributing 
role to play in these condi¬ 
tions. 

This could be less important 
than other environmental fac- 
tors such as the harm to the 
respiratory system from 
smoking in a cold climate. 

However, “the prevalence 


of chronic non-specific respi¬ 
ratory disease among Yel¬ 
lowknife inhabitants is higher 
than among other groups of 
males with similar smoking 
histories," the report says. 

The report came to light 
after charges of arsenic cor- 
t a m i n a t i o n were aired 
Wednesday by the CBC. 

In Yellowknife, deputy com¬ 
missioner John Parker of the 
Northwest Territories and an 
official of a local mine said 
Friday that the CBC broad¬ 
cast was far-fetched and dis¬ 
torted. 

Parker said the broadcast 
was “wild and irresponsible" 


and Dave Emery, a senior ex¬ 
ecutive of the Giant Mine, de¬ 
scribed it as “slanted and 
alarming." 

The comments were made 
before the federal health de¬ 
partment released the long- 
secret rejiort. 

The CBC said the study 
“graphically paints a grim 
and disturbing picture of the 
n o r 1 h e r n gold-producing 
town." 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Serious trouble at the British 
Columbia Penitentiary was 
probably averted last year by 
the prisoners’ behavior, says 
Dragan Cemetic, director of 
the maximum-security institu¬ 
tion. 

“The inmate population in 
my opinion showed a great 
deal of tolerance during the 
1974 period with the cutbacks 
in programs which we had to 
impose,’’ he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“They behaved as I expect¬ 
ed they would." 

Cernetic has just finished 
his first year as prison direc¬ 
tor* a year he says was hec¬ 
tic. 

The federal institution faced 
a crisis situation with a turn¬ 
over in custody staff that at 
one point was at 75 to 80 per 
cent. Prisoners also had to 
contend with overcrowding 
and cutbacks in work pro¬ 
grams. 

Cemetic, 43, from Yugosla¬ 
via, took over as director last 
January after trasferring 
from Millhaven, a maximum- 
security institution in Ontario. 

His first crisis came to a 
head in late spring and sum¬ 
mer when there was a rash of 
resignations for several rea¬ 
sons. 

“Outside Industries were 
competing for employees fol¬ 
lowing the settlement of the 
construction strike, plus the 
economy having taken a bit of 
an upturn. 

"Our staff members who 
decided to quit were seeking, 
most likely, greener pas¬ 
tures." 

Salaries for federal correc¬ 
tional officers were still under 
negotiation and some officers 
decided they could do better 
financially by switching to the 
provincial corrections branch, 
Cernetic said. 

“We had an average of 
three to five people resigning 
«>n a 14-day basis. These peo¬ 
ple had to be replaced and it 
was very difficult to find qual¬ 
ified candidates to replace 
them in the staff establish¬ 
ment." 


By the end of June, 50 re¬ 
placements had been recruit¬ 
ed, but they all faced train¬ 
ing. 

“You cannot put a green 
man from the street to 
operate our equipment which 
includes firearms, which in¬ 
cludes gas equipment, which 
includes riot equipment as 
well as the locking mecha¬ 
nisms. 

“For 1975, my objective Ts 
to put emphasis on upgrading 
inmate facilities, placing 


maximum emphasis on inmate 
program activities, whether 
they be in the playing field, 
the work field or the recrea¬ 
tion field. 

“My assessment of the 
present climete is that the in¬ 
stitution is calm and the popu¬ 
lation is full of expectations 
for improvement in the in¬ 
mate program activities lor 
1975. 

“So that 1975 is definitely 
ihe year of the inmates, not 
the administration." 


U.S. train system 
will top Canada’s 

by 1978—report 


OTTAWA (CP) — Within 
three years, the United States 
likely will have a passenger 
train system far superior to 
that in Canada, says a Cana¬ 
dian transport commission 
study. 

And the U.S. system will 
cost American taxpayers less 
than domestic service costs 
Canadians. 

In a report dated No¬ 
vember, 1974, and released 
Friday, the commission out¬ 
lines the problem - plagued 
history of Amtrak. a semi- 
puBlic corporation set up four 
years ago to take over U S. 
passenger train service. 

Despite the problems, the 
commission study says Am¬ 
trak has been a reasonable 
success. It had saved intercity 
passenger train service, set 
up innovative running proce¬ 
dures and “relieved the 
railroads of the ‘burden’ of 


investment in passenger 
transport." 

Between 1974-79, Amtrak 
plans to spend more than $2 
billion improving track and 
roadbeds, repairing facilities 
and buying equipment. 

Should the U.S. government 
approve Amtrak's financial 
plans, that country “will have 
a rail passenger system far 
superior to Canada’s by 1978.” 

“To the many Canadians 
who now take pride in the fact 
that Canada's rail passenger 
system is superior to that in 
the United States, 1978 will 
not be a happy year." 

As well, the report, says 
Americans will be paying less 
for Amtrak than Canadians 
pay for their railway system 
by 1978 should increases in 
domestic rail subsidies con¬ 
tinue to rise during the next 
three years.

Joao DaCosta died in hospi¬ 
tal earlier this week after suf¬ 
fering symptoms of the poi¬ 
soning and 15 other employees 
were treated in hospital this 
week and later released. 

Two other employees of the 
east-end copper refinery were 
treated in hospital in May for 
symptoms of arsine gas poi¬ 
soning. 

Stanley Skalak. one of the 
two employees admitted to 
hospital in May, said in an in¬ 
terview this week he was 
readmitted to hospital Dec. 
16 after his skin turned yel¬ 
low and he suffered severe 
abdominal pains. 

He said his foreman told 
him it was probably jaundice, 
but hospital officials diag¬ 
nosed it as arsine poisoning. 
He has given notice to the 
company of his intention to 
quit. 

Dr. Cooper Stacey, a direc¬ 
tor of Royal Victoria hospital, 
said that following the men's 
admission to hospital last 
May, the “company was 
made aware of the possibility 
of dangerous working condi¬ 
tions regarding arsine gas.” 
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Iran ‘plans to buy’ 
four supersonic jets 


LONDON (Reuter I - The BBC said Fri¬ 
day that Iran is planning to buy four Concord 
supersonic airliners and lease two of them to 
Pan American World Airways. 

The report came as a surprise to British

Scientists 
sign pact 
foe 19% 
pay raise 

OTTAWA (CP) — The trea¬ 
sury board and 1.900 federal 
research scientists have 
signed a new contract provid¬ 
ing a 19-per-cent pay raise 
through two years, the Trea¬ 
sury Board has announced. 

The agreement runs from 
July 1. 1974 to June 27, 1976. 

A National Research Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said the settle¬ 
ment is considerably less than 
that granted other govern¬ 
ment employees and reflects 
research scientists’ lack of 
bargaining clout. 

“They could go on strike to¬ 
morrow and no one would no¬ 
tice for two years until things 
started falling behind,” he 
said. 

Employees will receive in¬ 
creases of 10 per cent retroac¬ 
tive to July 1. 1974 and a fur¬ 
ther nine per cent effective 
June 30, 1975. 

The minimum rate of pay 
for employees will be in¬ 
creased to $12,980 from $12,679 
during the life of the contract. 
The maximum rate will be 
increased to $40,550 from 
$32,360. 

In addition, the agreement 
contains a new performance 
pay plan that provides incre¬ 
ments of up to 8 per** cent, 
depending on the assessment 
of an employee’s scientific 
contribution, Ihe treasury 
imard said.

New zinc mine

PORT ALICE — Alice Lake Mines has an¬ 
nounced that it will start up production this year in 
an open pit zinc operation on company property 
five miles from here on northern Vancouver Island. 

Capacity of the mill is 200 tons and company 
officials expect it to produce about 1,000 tons of 
concentrate per month. The company has com¬ 
pleted a sales contract for the concentrate with a 
Japanese firm, so far unnamed. 

The 56-claim group, on the Marble River, is 
under lease to the Zeballos Development Co. Ltd., a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of Penderay Explorations 
of Edmonton. 

The developers received a provincial govern¬ 
ment production lease late last month. 

Alice Lake president Robert Hadaway said that 
the start-up phase should take about three months 
although considerable work has been done already. 
The mill will employ 20 men.

WOLFSBURG (AP) — Toni 
Schmuecker, named Friday 
as the new general manager 
for Volkswagen, said it will 
take about five years for the 
West German automotive 
company to earn profits again 
and predicted a slow-down or 
stagnation in the auto in¬ 
dustry worldwide. 

Schmuecker, 53, who drove a 
company-owned Mercedes- 
Benz on his last job as head 
of Rheinstahl, earned a repu¬ 
tation for "crisis manage¬ 
ment" in his six years at the 
big iron and steel concern. At 
Volkswagen he succeeded Ru¬ 
dolf Leiding, 60, who resigned 
after the company’s first los¬ 
ing year Since the Second 
World War. 

Schmuecker's contract 
takes effect Feb. 10 and runs 
five years. His salary was not 
disclosed, but to unofficial re¬ 
ports said Leiding had earned 
5350,000 in the job. 


SAINT JOHN, N.B. (CP) — 
Promoter Malcolm Bricklin 
said Friday he is stepping 
aside as president of Bricklin 
Canada Ltd., which builds 
sports cars, because running 
a company is not one of his 
strong points. 

Bricklin announced in 
Toronto Thursday that Ralph 
Henry, a former senior vice- 
president of the First Penn¬ 
sylvania Bank of Philadel¬ 
phia, will take over immedi¬ 
ately as president of Bricklin 
and its parent company, Gen¬ 
eral Vehicles Inc. 

During an interview here 
Friday, Bricklin said: "For 
many years, it's been com¬ 
mon knowledge that I have 
promoting ability.” 

It was also common knowl¬ 
edge, he said, that his forte 
was not the running of a busi¬ 
ness and financial aspects of 
a company. 

"For some time we have 
been looking for someone with 
that kind of experience. We 
had a problem convincing Mr. 
Henry to come to a firm 
that’3 not ITT.” 

Bricklin said he will assume 
a new position as chairman of 
the board, "doing exactly the 
same thing as I was doing 
before,” promoting the car. 
Henry would act as co-ordina¬ 
tor and would be responsible 
for all decisions in the opera¬ 
tion of the company. 

Although the province of 
New Bruswick, which has a 
67-per-cent interest in Bricklin 
Canada through an invest¬ 
ment of almost $11.5 million 
in loans, had knowledge of the 
executive change, it was not 
necessary for the government 
to officially endorse it. 

"When it comes to General 
Vehicle, there is no one I have 
to ask for approval other than 
the board of directors of the 
company. As far as the prov¬ 
ince is concerned, I believe 
they’re ecstatic," Bricklin said. 

Henry said he has no fur¬ 
ther ties with the Philadelphia 
bank and the decision to .join 
Bricklin was "entirely at my 
voluntary initiation.” He said 
he plans to spend half his 
time in New Brunswick — the 
company also has a plant pro¬ 
ducing the car bodies in Minto 
— and the remainder in De¬ 
troit where the purchasing 
and engineering departments 
are located. 

Bricklin said Henry is fa¬ 
miliar with the company’s 
operations since it had bor¬ 
rowed more than $5 million 
from the bank, most of 
it through Henry. 

Despite a somewhat unsta¬ 
ble North American economy, 
Henry said he is satisfied that 
the car will sell well. 

Bricklin said the company 
needs $4 million to $5 million 
to meet operational require¬ 
ments in the coming months. 


Layoffs at Ford 
cut even deeper 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford 
Motor Co. administered an¬ 
other dose of bad news to 
thousands of auto workers 
Friday, announcing shut¬ 
downs at 17 assembly plants 
and five component facilities 
for all of next week. 

The production cuts bring 
Ford’s layoff toll for the week 
to 85,175, including 52,175 tem¬ 
porary and 32,600 indefinite 
layoffs 

About 3,000 workers will 
begin open-ended layoffs next 
week, the firm said. 

It means 325,000 workers of 
the four U.S. car makers’ 
total 680,000 blue-collar work 
force will suffer varying 
periods of .joblessness in Jan¬ 
uary. About 180,000 have lost 
their jobs indefinitely. 

Industry layoffs next week 
will total 282,000. 

The cuts announced by Ford 
Vice-President Donald Bas- 
tian are further indication 
that auto executives do not 
expect to pull out of the cur¬ 
rent sales slump in the next 
few months. 

The auto slump is forcing 
thousands of layoffs among 
numerous parts manufac¬ 
turers, but figures on in¬ 
dustry-related layoffs were 
not available. 

Auto company workers with 
more than a year’s seniority 
have been receiving almost 95 
per cent of their regular take- 
home pay for up to a year 
because of combined unem¬ 
ployment compensation and 
special company-paid bene¬ 
fits. 

But prolonged layoffs have 
depleted the special fund and 


thQjasands of auto workers 
have exhausted all or part of 
the benefits. 

In Oakville, Ont., a spokes¬ 
man for the Ford Motor Co. of 
Canada Ltd. said production 
schedules announces before 
Christmas remain the same.

Indian Affairs Minister

NFL gets ready 
for court battle 


Killanin backs Montreal as site 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
said Friday that the National 
Football League is appealing 
the recent sweeping court de¬ 
cision in the Joe Kapp case. 

And, Rozelle suggested at a 
news conference, the league 
may base its appeal on the 
sweeping scope of the judge’s 
ruling. 

Kapp, a veteran quarter¬ 
back, played for several NFL 
teams in the 1960s, but even¬ 
tually refused to sign a stan¬ 
dard players’ contract. ITe 
said it was illegal because it 
restricted his freedom and 
sued the NFL. 

Last month, District Court 
Judge William Sweigert ruled 
iir Kapp’s favor, calling cer¬ 
tain portions of the contract 
illegal and making similar 
judgments regarding the Ro¬ 
zelle Rule and portions of the 
league’s college draft. 


Under the Rozelle rule, a 
team must compensate an¬ 
other club when it signs a 
player who has played out his 
option with the first club. 

Rozelle said that, until a 
final decision is made and all 
appeals have been exhausted, 
the NFL plans no changes in 
its contracts or the draft 
process. 

Rozelle said the NFL was 
surprised by the extent of 
Judge Sweigert's decision 
'■ because the draft, the option 
compensation and many other 
things touched upon in the de¬ 
cision were not issues in the 
Kapp case itself.” 

He added that it appeared 
the judge’s “personal phi- 
losphy would seem to perme¬ 
ate the decision ... his deci¬ 
sion said a lot of things and it 
was in our attorneys’ opinion 
that it was more an expres¬ 
sion of his philosophy.’’ 


MONTREAL (CP) - Lord 
Killanin. president of the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Commit¬ 
tee, Friday assured the or¬ 
ganizing committee for the 
1976 Summer Games that the 
world body has no intention 
of pulling the Games out of 
Montreal. 

The IOC president and 
Roger Rousseau, president of 
the organizing committee, 
were in transatlantic tele¬ 
phone communication several 
times Friday and Killanin is 
expected to issue a full state¬ 
ment explaining the situation 
today, a spokesman for the 
organizing committee said. 

Killanin was attending IOC 
meetings in Amsterdam Fri¬ 
day. He also assured Rous¬ 


seau that neither he nor IOC 
vice-president Willi Daume of 
West Germany intended im¬ 
mediate Visits here to inves¬ 
tigate the slowdown of Olym¬ 
pic construction caused by a 
six-week strike of iron 
workers. 

‘‘They (Killanin and 
Daume) are not coming to 
Montreal in the next few 
weeks,” the spokesman said. 

It had been reported that 
Killanin was considering call¬ 
ing an emergency session of 
the IOC to discuss the Mon¬ 
treal situation and that 
Daume had scheduled a fact¬ 
finding visit for Jan. 20. 

The spokesman said that for 
Ihe time being Rousseau and 
Killanin wall remain in con¬ 


stant communication until the 
Montreal situation returns to 
normal. 

The strike by 1,200 Quebec 
province iron workers, which 
began Nov. .27, earlier this 
week forced a complete shut¬ 
down of construction at the 
70,000-seat, $380-million Olym¬ 
pic stadium area. This lead to 
speculation the Games would 
be cancelled or constructed in 
modified facilities if the dis¬ 
pute was not settled by early 
next week. 

At that time a special com¬ 
mittee of the Quebec national 
assembly is to meet to consid¬ 
er legislation that would get 
the strikers back to work. 
Provincial labor minister 
Jean Coumoyer said Wednes¬ 


day Hhe Games were in 
danger of cancellation if the

The forced shutdown at the

thing "from fruit to bolts," will con¬ 
tinue. s 

The union has been seeking mid¬ 
contract cost - of - living pay adjust¬ 
ments from Johnston and 88 other 
tracking companies since early 
December. 

The wildcat strike sparked by the

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School board, janitors 

Long hassle 
near its end 


A two-year-old disagree¬ 
ment between janitors and 
Greater Victoria school board 
was tentatively settled Friday 
by negotiators for both sides. 

The agreement, which was 
mediated in a meeting at The 
Empress by two represent¬ 
atives of the Labor Relations 
Board, still has to be ratified 
by the school board and Cana¬ 
dian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees, Local 382. 

A school board spokesman 
termed the solution "a status 
quo agreement with room for 
change.” 

A. J. Longniore, sui>erin- 
tendent of schools, said he 
was happy with it. 

Both negotiating commit¬ 
tees. in approving the tenta¬ 
tive agreement, said they 
would recommend it 1o the 
full school board and to union 
membership. The CUPE local 
will discuss it at a Sunday 
meeting. 

The two-year-old disagree¬ 
ment, which was left over 
from a strike two years ago, 
came to a head last fall when 
rentals of schools by commu¬ 
nity groups had to be can¬ 
celled on two occasions. 

The dispute was over for¬ 
mulas for man-hours to ser¬ 
vice schools. 

The school board ..spokes¬ 
man said that, last Oct. 21, an 
agreement was signed which 
was subsequently repudiated 
by the union. 


“ Recently there was an 
order from the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board requiring the 
unions to service the schools 
for evening activities.” 

Friday’s agreement con¬ 
tained the following clauses: 

• Present staffing ar¬ 
rangements in the schools for 
janitors and customs remain 
the same. 

• The previous agreement 
of Nov. 14, allowing extra 
time for servicing evening 
rentals, will remain and be 
implemented. 

• If the school board 
opens new facilities or closes 
facilities, the board can 
adjust unilaterally the man¬ 
hours required. 

• By mutual agreement 
between the board and the 
union, the man-hours can be 
adjusted up or down in any 
school. 

• Any reference to rating 
or rated areas in the contract 
is being deleted. (Rating is 
a formula by which man¬ 
hours were determined.) In¬ 
stead, in each school, the cus¬ 
todian and the school board 
supervisor of operations will, 
by mutual agreement, assign 
the work load. 

“A lot has been left to good¬ 
will,” said the school board 
spokesman, “and to common 
sense, but there is room for 
negotiation in these five 
points.”

Islanders have faith in him 


A 37-year-old man who 
changed from hardened crim¬ 
inal to respected citizen dur¬ 
ing 2% years of freedom re¬ 
ceived a sentence Friday in 
Victoria which means up to 
five years must pass before 
he can return to the conimu- 
nity that loves him. 

Randolph Bruce Johanson. 
one of Canada's most wanted 
men until his capture at 
Shawnigan Lake last Nov. 19, 
was sentenced by Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler to one year for es¬ 
caping from William Head 
April 8, 1972. and two more 
years for six other crimes 
during his freedom. 

Ostler said the total of three 
years will be in addition to 
the 25 months Johanson still 
must serve of the four-year 
sentence he was under at the 
time of his escape. 

Calling it “a quite extraor¬ 
dinary case.” Ostler said that 
“I firmly believe that there 
should be. so far as is possi¬ 
ble, consistency in the sen¬ 
tencing process” — and then 
listed the pros and cons for 
Johanson. 


The Capital Region’s two

Judge William Ostler 
agreed and the short, bearded 
Proulx, clad in dark green co¬ 
veralls, was whisked back to 
jail. 

Meanwhile, investigating 
Victoria detectives confirmed 
FTiday a simulated bomb was 
involved in the incident at the 
Toronto-Dominion Bank in the 
Bentall Building. 

Members of the CFB Esqui¬ 
mau bomb squad, who used 
explosives of their own to det¬ 
onate the "bomb” package at 
Clover Point Thursday eve¬ 
ning, advised police the pack¬ 
age had not contained a live 
bomb.

A spokesman for King 
John's Inn on Sooke Road 
said his establishment possi¬ 
bly has enough draft beer on 
liand to last the weekend. 

“It will depend on the de¬ 
mand.” he said. He added 
that if there is a heavy run on 
draft beer ''we’ll be in grim 
shape.” 

The four draft beer outlets 
affected by the Vancouver 
dispute can buy keg beer only 
from/Carling O’Keefe but can 
buy bottled beer from any 
brewery.

NEW YORK, N.Y. — Nove¬ 
list Ayn Rand is a champion 
of rugged individualism. She 
has made it the hallmark of 
her fictional heroes (Howard 
Roark in The Fountainhead 
and John Galt in Atlas 
Shrugiged) and the keystone of 
her philosophy. 

It flavors the advice given 
President Gerald Ford by 
Alan Greenspan, a prominent 
Rand follower who is chief 
economic adviser to the pres¬ 
ident. Witness his dislike of 
wage and price controls. And 


Freak stamp

A heroine among some of today’s 
students, author - philosopher Ayn 
Rand espouses rational self - interest. 
Her ideas have been criticized by 
theologians and liberal political think¬ 
ers as encouraging selfishness. Her 


novel. The Fountainhead, rejected by 
12 publishers, has sold over 3,000,000 
copies since 1943. In the following in¬ 
terview, Miss Rand talks about the 
power of ideas and the misuse of 
political power. 


it shone through a recent in¬ 
terview in which Miss Rand 
discussed her philosophy of 
"objectivism,” which she 
says is a kind of ethics 
based on a morality of ra¬ 
tional self-interest. 

It is a philosophy which 
leads her to reject militant 
"women’s lib”; to view man 
as "a heroic being, with his 
own happiness as the moral 
purpose of his life”; and to 
extol individual, human rea¬ 
son as the best guide in life. 

As a child of 12, Ayn Rand 
looked from her bedroom win¬ 
dow and saw men shot in the 
streets. It was the beginning 
of the Russian Revolution. 

She had already decided to 
be a writer. In the next few 
chaotic years, during which 
her father's business was na¬ 
tionalized, Miss Rand read 
Victor Hugo and began to de¬ 
velop her own method of 
thinking, which she called 
"thinking in principles.” 

In 1926, two years after she 
graduated from the Universi¬ 
ty of Leningrad, she came 
alone to the United States. 
Three years later she married 


Frank O’Connnor. a man who 
she saw as ideal, "a man of 
first hand values, of indepen¬ 
dent judgment, of unborrowed 
soul.” 

Should Miss Rand be inter¬ 
viewed as an author, as a phi¬ 
losopher, or as a woman? I 
asked. 

With the remnants of a Rus¬ 
sian accent, Miss Rand re¬ 
plied, "As a woman, no. As a 
human being, with pleasure. 
As an author or as a philoso¬ 
pher, I don’t divide the two.” 
Then she said, "I’m against 
women’s lib, as you probably 
know. 

"It's making an issue of an 
anatomical feature of your 
gender. I’m against that for 
the same reason I am against 
racism. I am against classify¬ 
ing anyone on anatomical, 
physiological grounds 
What makes you human is 
your mind, and that is in your 
control; that’s what you are 
to be judged on.” 

Recalling that her universi¬ 
ty teacher is ancient philoso¬ 
phy was contemptuous of 
women, Miss Rand said she 


was determined to show him 
"that I know, and I did. And 
any prejudice he might have 
had didn’t affect him at all. 
So, if it left a lasting impres¬ 
sion on me, it was only that 
’ability counts.’ If a man has’ 
any integrity at all, he will 
recognize your ability. But it’s 
you who have to achieve it” 

Miss Rand has written, 
"That which is not worth con¬ 
templating in life is not worth 
recreating in art.” She noted, 
"Today, the culture is com¬ 
pletely gone. Not only in ar¬ 
chitecture (I think the last 
good building in New York is 
the Guggenheim Museum, de¬ 
signed by Frank Lloyd 
Wright, whom I admire very 
much), but there is rto archi¬ 
tecture, no painting, no 
music. It’s gone and the fault 
lies in the kind of philosophy 
people are taught. So the bat¬ 
tle I’m fighting, Tm fighting 
at the root.” 

Her philosophy, she has 
said, is in essence: "The con¬ 
cept of man as a heroic being, 
with his own happiness as the 
moral purpose of his life, with 
productive achievement as his 
noblest activity, and reason 
as his only absolute.” 

"Today, philosophy is such 
an irrational sewer that I’m 
amazed that the country is 
surviving at all,” Miss Rand 
added. "If you consider what 
they are being taught, we 
should all be back in the cave. 
Fortunately, there is enough 
rationality in men to with¬ 
stand it.”

who are essentially good. Evil 
left to its own devices is impo¬ 
tent.” 

She commented, “That’s a 
very profound conviction of 
mine and that’s correct.” 

Could she give an example? 

“Watergate is the best ex¬ 
ample. I don’t think Water¬ 
gate i$ the worst of the evil?, 
but what has been demon¬ 
strated there is that the peo¬ 
ple who hold an evil philoso¬ 
phy, which, in this case, was 
pragmatism, destroy them¬ 
selves. And’they did. 

"The reason why evil is im¬ 
potent depends on your defini¬ 
tion of the good. Since I re¬ 
gard thinking, rationality, as 
the good, evil is evasion, the 
refusal to know, the refusal to 
think. And the refusal to think 
means the refusal to see reali¬ 
ty, and nothing could be mote 
destructive. A man who has 
abandoned his tool of percep¬ 
tion, his mind, can only de 
stroy himself; he cannot 
achieve anything. 

"Destruction is easy; any¬ 
one can do that. But to 
achieve, you need thought. 
Construction cannot be done 
accidentally. You have to 
know what you are doing, and 
that’s real power. But that 
cannot be imposed on anyone 
by force. And when evil wins, 
it is because the good people 
— for whatever reason, usual¬ 
ly their philosophical convic¬ 
tion — are afraid to fight, or 
feel hopeless and feel that it 
is no use fighting, and they 
bring on their own destruc¬ 
tion.” 

Miss Rand pointed out that 
for decades Aitiericans had 
been choosing the lesser of 
two evils as president, and 
that Roosevelt and Eisen¬ 
hower were the only personal¬ 
ly popular presidents in re¬ 
cent history (though she did 
not approve of either). 

When asked about the fu 
ture, she said, "It depends on 
the free will of the citizens. I 
think this country has a 
chance still, but what kind of 
disasters we will go through, 
on the way, I don’t know. The 
trend today is dreadful, but 
there are some hopeful 
signs.” 

Like what? 

"The landslide for Nixon," 
she replied. ‘‘When the 
country was offered collec¬ 
tivism, as McGovern did offer 
it, they turned out in a land¬ 
slide against him. It’s not that 
they chose Nixon, but that 
they opposed McGovern. The 
country understood what he 
was saying. They understood 
it in principle.” 

Miss Rand, who said that 
even today she would still 
vote for Nixon if he were run¬ 
ning against Senator McGo¬ 
vern, added, "I think the 
worst crime of Nixon was that 
he didn’t understand that 
mandate. He kept on with the 
same statist trend as any ad¬ 
ministration before him. He 
gave the impression that he 
just wanted to be president, 
period. 

"He didn’t know what to do 
with it. He had no goal, no 
program, nothing but a prag¬ 
matist switching from mo¬ 
ment to moment. And the 
greatest opportunity that any 
leader could have had, he let 
it go, and he probably set the 
country back very seriously. 
People had such an inarticu¬ 
late, unidentified hope, and 
look what they received. 

"He contributed to ho¬ 
pelessness and cynicism, and 
that is his real crime. Never 
mind those telephones he 
bugged, because they all do 
that. That isn’t the crime. It’s 
the abysmal dishonesty, the 
lying to the people . . . 

“If you present the country 
with a clearcut issue, they 
will choose the right way. 
They have shown it so far . . .* 
But you have to have positive 
ideas, positive leadership be¬ 
fore the country can really 
start recovering . . .”

Canadian Prats 

In 1946, TJ. C. Douglas, then 
premier of Saskatchewan, in¬ 
troduced a government-owned 
and operated automobile in¬ 
surance plan. 

"The one thing I want to 
impress upon you is that the 
government does not stand to 
make a single dollar out of 
the scheme," the premier 
said at the time. 

Now the New Democratic 
Party -successor of Doug¬ 
las’s Cooperative Common¬ 
wealth Federation — forms 
governments in British Co¬ 
lumbia, Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan and all have insur¬ 
ance plans. 

The fact that the govern¬ 
ment is not making any 
money, often losing it, now is 
a drawback. 

Bill Bennett, leader of the 
B.C. Social Credit Party, says 
the Insurance Carp. of B.C. 
(ICBC), which handles Au¬ 
toplan, will show a 530-million 
deficit at the end of its first 
year, March 1. 

B.C. Premier Dave Barrett 
says a deficit of less than 
518.5 million is more accurate 
and Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke, a member of the ICBC 
board, says even that figure 
is too high. 

The Manitoba Public Insur¬ 
ance Corp. (Autoplan), which 
started in November, 1971, 
earned 540 million in premi¬ 
ums for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing Oct. 31, 1973, and re¬ 
ceived 174.000 claims worth 
about 543.6 million. 

The annual income from pre¬ 
miums in Saskatchewan is 
about 535 million and, in the 
1974-75 licence period, there 
were about 95,000 claims va¬ 
lued at 534.860,961. 

Alberta, the only western 
province without government- 
operated auto insurance, has 
no plans to introduce it. 

"Neighboring provinces that 
have gone into insurance are 
finding it a rather expensive 
proposition," said an Alberta 
highways ministry official. 

All three provinces will fi¬ 
nance part of the insurance 
plan with funds transferred 
from gasoline taxes. 

When B.C. passed legisla¬ 
tion to start the plan last 
March, it proposed to transfer 
ihe equivalent of 10 cents a 
gallon in gasoline tax to add 
about 5120 million to the in¬ 
surance fund. 

In Saskatchewan, about 
three cents a gallon will pro¬ 
vide about 59 million annually 
for insurance. 

And Manitoba announced re¬ 
cently it proposes a two-cent- 
per-gallon insurance tax on 
gasoline. 

ICBC spokesman Al Hunter 
said most of B.C. insurance 
revenue comes from pre¬ 
miums, with additional funds 
from surcharge premiums 
and drivers’ certificates.

The fee is in¬ 
creased by demerit points up 
to 5170 for 20 or 21 points. 

Manitoba insurance is fin¬ 
anced through vehicle rates 
which vary according to the 
type erf vehicle and use, and 
insurance payable according 
to the drivers’ sex and age — 
paid even if the driver does 
not own a vehicle. 

In B.C., 1.4 million of 1.7 
vehicles registered are in¬ 
sured by the province through 
700 private insurance agents. 
About 360 private agents sell 
Autoplan in Manitoba. 

In Saskatchewan, insurance 
is integrated with motor veh¬ 
icle and driver registrations, 
although 540 private agents 
sell government extension in¬ 
surance in excess of the basic 
coverage. 

Accidents have no bearing 
on B.C. insurance rates, while 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
have surcharge systems for 
motorists blamed in an ac¬ 
cident. 

Basic insurance require¬ 
ments in B.C. are 550,000, 
including third-party liability, 
5250 deductible collision and 
$50 deductible comprehensive 
for 1967 or newer vehicles. 
Basic requirements for 1966 
or older vehicles is $50,000 in¬ 
clusive third-party liability. 

Saskatchewan’s basic com¬ 
pulsory coverage is 535,000 
third-party liablity and $200 
deductible collision. 

Manitoba requires $50,000 


minimum public liability. $200 I 
deductible collision and fire f 
and theft. 

Extension coverage is avail¬ 
able through Autoplan in B.C., 
and government and private 
companies in the other two 
provinces.

OTTAWA (CP) - Coin pro¬ 
duction in the country was 
completely stalled Friday as 
a strike by 550 employees of 
the Royal Canadian Mint con¬ 
tinued into its second day. 

The employees, located in 
Ottawa, Hull, Que., and Win¬ 
nipeg, began their walkout 
Thursday afternoon after the 
failure of mediation efforts by 
federal mediator Henry Bar- 
lenbach. 

The strike has brought lo a 
halt production of coins for 
domestic use, the production 
of specially-minted Olympic 
coins designed to raise money 
for the 1976 games in Mon 
treal and minting of coins for 
foreign clients. 

Several hundred workers 
held a mass demonstration in 
front of the mint headquarters 
in Ottawa Friday to hark 
their demands. 

The union wants a 22-per¬ 
cent pay raise in the first 
year of a two-year agreement 
and a similar increase in the 
second year. The latest offer 


in mediation from the mint, a 
Crown corporation, was for a 
10-per-cent and 8-per-cent 
raise, respectively, in each 
year of a two-year contract. 

Average hourly wages for 
the employees are now $4.00 
The staff at the mini has 


almost doubled in the last 
year, partly due to a domestic 
coin shortage and partly be¬ 
cause of the Olympic coin 
program. About 250 em¬ 
ployees are directly engaged 
in the minting of the Olympic 
coins and their wage costs are 


subtracted from revenues of 
sales of the coins. ^ 

In another development Fri- 
d a y , Postmaster-General 
Bryce Mackasey, minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Olympic coin 
program, said orders for the 
third series of the special 


coins would be taken begin¬ 
ning Jan. 20 as originally 
planned. 

But the coins will not be 
sent to buyers until the labour 
dispute is settled and there is 
sure to be no interuption in 
coin production, he said. 


Holdout tired of Japan 


SAO PAULO (UPI) - Hiroo 
Onoda, one of the Japanese 
soldiers who held out for dec¬ 
ades m the jungles of Asia 
after the Second World War 
before surrendering, says he 
wants to leave the hectic pace 
of modem Japan and settle in 
i he Brazilian interior. 

"1 love Brazil because this 
is the country where I feel 
best, after being far from civ¬ 
ilization all that time,” Onoda 
said. 


Onoda, 52, flies to New 
York Sunday for a tour of the 
United States to promote a 
book about his experiences, 
No Surrender, My 30-year 
War. He survived in the Phil¬ 
ippine jungles for almost 
three decades before giving 
himself up. 

He also plans to visit Wash¬ 
ington, Cleveland. Chicago, 
San Francisco. Los Angeles 
and Honolulu betore returning 
to Japan Jan. 29. 


"In Japan, I Will try to gel 
my emigration documents as 
soon as possible to come back 
to Brazil, where I plan to 
marry and live quietly on a 
farm in the interior of the 
country,” Onoda said through 
an interpreter. 

He speaks no Portuguese 
but hopes to find a wife who 
is fluent in Japanese and Por¬ 
tuguese to act as his in¬ 
terpreter and bookkeeper 
Onoda said he has not picked 
a bride yet. 


Onoda arrived in Brazil Iasi 
October, seven months after 
surrendering in a formal cere¬ 
mony in the jungles of 
Lubang, southern Philippines. 

A 24-year-old Japanese hip¬ 
pie. Norio Suzuki, had per¬ 
suaded him lo end his private 
war. 

Onoda spenl most of his 
three months in Brazil with 
his brother, Tadao Onoda. 
who raises flowers al Ri- 
beirao Pieres.

By nature, the cyclamen is 
a cool-weather plant, dying 
down and going dormani 
when the Mediterranean 
weather turns hot 

In the home, therefore, the 
most important factor in 
keeping it blooming is the 


temperature: it will remain in 
bloom at least twice as long 
at 60 degrees as at 70. and 
still longer at a cool 55 de¬ 
grees. 

The plant thrives under 
about the same light condi¬ 
tions as an African violet 
plenty of light, but not much 
hot sunshine. An east window 
seems to suit it well, where it 
gets morning sunshine. 

A south or west window 
isn’t too brighl for it at this 
time of the year hut the sun 
would be much too powerful 
for the plant in the late sum¬ 
mer when new, tender growth 
is pushing up.

Watering A cychunen can 
he a bit tricky, for a big plant 
with lots of leaves is a hound 
for water, particularly in a 
warm room. But by the same 
token, the bulb and its roots 
will rot if the soil is allowed 
to remain soggy wet all the 
time. 

A good technique is to feel 
the soil daily with the finger¬ 
tips. hut give no water until it 
is definitely dry to the touch. 

When no more flower buds 


appear, you^can start ' wean¬ 
ing” your plant by cutting 
down gradually on its water. 

Too sudden a cut-off is too 
much of a shock; the idea is 
to ease it gently into its rest¬ 
ing period rather than knock¬ 
ing it out cold. 

When the leaves start 
dying, quit watering al¬ 
together and store it, still in 
its pot, in the basement. When 
ihe topgrowth is quite dead 
cut ii down to soil level. 

★ * ★ 

Once you have your bulb 
safely slumbering, watering 
can be resumed, but VERY 
sparingly. Moisten the soil 
once a month with half a cup¬ 
ful of water enough to pre¬ 
vent dry rot in the bulb, but 
not enough to start it into 
growth. 

Next August, shake the bulb 
out of its pot and repot into 
fresh, purchased potting soil. 
Plant shallowly, with not 
-more than half an inch of soil 
covering the bulb, and make 
sure the bulb is right side up. 

Bring to a cool east or north 
window. water sparingly, 
keep your fingers crossed and 
hope for Ihe best!

How can you fault a man for merely 
looking at you. unless you believe in 
mesmerism or thought transference or 
some other unconscious malignant 
process?

Rut chess players, alas, are no mors 
rational than any other men. The game 
itself calls for unparalleled logical 
powers, but the ambience surrounding 
the game is as highly charged with sus¬ 
picion. prejudice, superstition, and the 
raw animal musk of fear and aggre* 
sion as any football game 

Mental giants are lust as much emo¬ 
tional pygmies as the rest of us when 
they move from problems back to peo¬

Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
w;ould neither confirm nor 
deny Friday that he may be¬ 
come the provincial repre¬ 
sentative on B.C. Tel’s 'boat'd 
of directors. 

In an interview, he seemed 
both annoyed and flattered by 
Vancouver Sun columnist 
Allan Fotheringham’s specu¬ 
lation Thursday that Pollen 
will be appointed the provin¬ 
cial government's represent¬ 
ative. 

"It’s very flattering." he 
said, "but you know what you 
guys are doing?” 

By "you guys,” Pollen re¬ 
ferred to reporters generally. 
What they are doing, he said, 
was "setting people up as 
straw heroes, giving them a 
reputation to which the poor 
guys can’t possibly live up.’’ 

In his column. Fotheringh- 


am said the B.C. govern¬ 
ment’s purchase of 200,000 
B.C. Tel common stock places 
the premier in a strong posi¬ 
tion to demand government 
representation on the board. 

The premier’s choice, the 
column said, will be Pollen. 
Praising Barrett's choice, 
Fotheringham added. "Pollen 
in a B.C. board room will be a 
slashing werewolf in a coop of 
fat geese." 

It was that description 
which apparently angered the 
mayor. 

It was naive, he said, to as¬ 
sume that "these people got 
where they are by being fat 
geese.” 

Asked repeatedly whether 
Fotheringham was correct in 
his speculation, Pollen kept si¬ 
lent. 

The only remark that might 



he interpreted as confirma¬ 
tion was this: 

"I told Barrett that l didn't 
leak this.” 

Attempts to get confirma¬ 
tion from the premier were 
met with a firm, "No com¬ 
ment.” 

Pollen has often criticized 
B.C. Tel's corporate struc¬ 
ture. 

B.C. Tel’s practice of buy¬ 
ing equipment from three affi¬ 
liated companies, which are 
subsidiaries of' B.C. Tel's 
parent company in the U.S., 
makes it a captive customer. 
Pollen says.

The only sound was the sob¬ 
bing of Tucker’s widow, Sara, 
who needed the support of her 
three sons to reach her front 
row seat. 

The orchestra seats were 
reserved for the largest gath¬ 
ering, of vocal talent in New 
York since the closing night 
of the old Metropolitan Opera 
house in 1966. 

Among those in the throng 
were such stars of the past as 
Licia Albanese, Rose Bamp- 
ton, and Zinka Milanov and 
stars of the present including 
Leontyne Price, Ezio Flagel- 
lo, Anna Moffo, Roberta 
Peters, Frank Guarrera, Lu- 
cine Amara and Robert Mer¬ 
rill. 

"It was fitting that the fu¬ 
neral be held here," said the 
Met’s assistant manager, 
Francis Robinson. "The man 
built this house, the man 
made this house." 

Hundreds of opera buffs, 
many with cameras, gathered 
outside the house to catch a 
glimpse of the stars after the 
show. 


Baritone Merrill was with 
Tucker for a duo recital in 
Kalamazoo, Mich., last 
Wednesday when the tenor 
died of a heart attack. His 
death at the age of 60 ended 
an almost unprecendented 
30-year career at the Met dur¬ 
ing which he sang 716 per¬ 
formances and 32 roles, 
gained a reputation to match

Protest 
tested 
in court 


OTTAWA (CP) — The right 
of a private citizen to protest 
decisions of provincial censor 
boards is to be decided during 
the winter session by the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada. 

Gerard McNeil, a Dart¬ 
mouth. N.S., newspaperman, 
is seeking high court approval 
to continue his action against 
the Nova Scotia board of cen¬ 
sors. 

The censor board, also 
known as the Amusements 
Regulations Board of Nova 
Scotia, banned the showing of 
the film Last Tango in Paris 
in early February, 1974. 

McNeil, then editor of thfe 
Dartmouth Free Press, 
sought to appeal the board’s 
decision to the provincial cab¬ 
inet but was unable to do so. 

He then started an action in 
Nova Scotia courts seeking a 
declaration that the provincial 
act allowing the board to ban 
certain movies was beyond the 
jurisdiction of the provincial 
legislature. 

The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment argued that as a private 
citizen, McNeil had no right 
to bring such an action 
aigainst the provincial board. 

Both the trial judge and the 
Nova Scotia Court of Appeal 
upheld McNeil’s right to pro¬ 
ceed and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment then appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Canada.

He led a protest that forced a 
commercial for com chips off 
the air because it was deroga¬ 
tory to Chicanos. 

"The only point is, Freddie 
isn’t putting his heart into 
learning Chicano ways," An¬ 
drade said. "He has the 
wrong accent. I've offered to 
take him to the barrio, but he 
doesn’t want to go. 

"He’s a talented man. But 
he should get down to earth. I 
blame the producer, his man¬ 
ager. They keep telling him 
he’s a star. They’re taking 
him away from reality. 

"He can be saved but if he’s 
not handled right, he can be 
destroyed.’’

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New insecticides may end use of DDT 


WASHINGTON <UPI> A 
new group of highly effective 
insecticides less toxic than 
DDT may completely end use 
of dangerous chemicals, ac¬ 
cording to tests conducted by 
the U.S. Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment. 

Ttve pesticides are rccctitly- 
developed pyrethroids, 'syn¬ 
thetic substitutes for the natu¬ 
ral insecticides made from 
the pyrethrum plant. 

Officials said the natural 
pyrethrum is ‘’regarded as 
one of the world’s Heast toxic 
insecticides to man and ani¬ 
mals.” The synthetics, they 
said, have been shown in in¬ 
dustry tests to be less toxic 
than DDT or carbaryl and 
may be even less hazardous 
to people and animals 
though more deadly to in- 
sects — than natural 
pyrethrum. 

"Pyrethroids are especially 
effective against aphids and 
certain other sucking insects, 
but will also kill chewing in¬ 
sects,” a report said. It said 


one or more of several"* new 
pyrethroids tested by depart¬ 
ment scientists killed yellow 
fever mosquitos, house flies. 
American and German 
cockroaches. Japanese bdSF 
ties, boll weevils, and Colora¬ 
do potato beetles.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. 
i APi Swamped by a flood 
of public protest, Palm Beach 
County officials fired a Viet¬ 
nam war draft evader four 
days after he began his alter¬ 
nate service under President 
Ford’s amnesty program. 

Albert Garguilo, 28, had be¬ 
come a political embarrass¬ 
ment, officials said in an¬ 
nouncing his dismissal from 
the country engineering staff. 

"Only the man himself can 
take the embarrassment off of 
us,” county commissioner 
Lake Lytal said. "If he stays, 
his job and even his life in the 
community -* is going* to be 
very unpleasant.’’ 


Gargiulo, who holds a 
master's degree in engineer¬ 
ing, fled the draft during the 
height of U.S. military in¬ 
volvement in Vietnam. He 
spent four years in South 
America, said Lytal, before 
deciding to return to the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Lytal said part of the prob¬ 
lem was Gargiulo’* 
511,000-a-year salary. ”1 had 
one mother tell me 'I lost my 
sf*n and all I got was a flag. 
This man hid and now he gets 
a good-paying .job,’ ” Lytal 
said. "They think he’s being 
rewarded for avbiding what 
fathers and sons died for.”

Prison cuts 

OTTAWA (CPI A dra- 
matic reduction in prison pop¬ 
ulation was recorded last year 
and the new penitentiaries 
commissioner says there are 
indications of reduced tension. 

Latest figures show the pop¬ 
ulation in federal institutions 
dropped more than 6 per cent 
last year, a reversal from 
1973 when it increased more 
than 10 per cent, jamming 
prisons and creating condi¬ 


tions that led to tension. 

Andre Therrien. who took 
over as penitentiary commis¬ 
sioner this month, said in an 
interview this week that re¬ 
cent reports appear to show a 
reduction because of the de¬ 
crease. 

The figures show that as of 
Dec. 24. the prison population 
was 8,636, compared with 
9.219 the same time the pre¬ 
vious year — a reduction of 
6.33 per cent. 

But community corrections 
centres — halfway houses 
operated in cities by the ser¬ 
vice showed an almost 10- 
per-cent population increase. 
This ielfected the increasing 
number being established, 
more to come 

Ten drown 

HANSTHOLM. Denmark 
(UPI) — A Polish trawler 


overturned in high waves and 
gale-force winds Friday in the 
outer Hanstholm harbor. Ten 
soldiers drowned. The naval 
commander said, “We res¬ 
cued 16 crew members by he¬ 
licopter after one of the 
toughest operations in my ca¬ 
reer, but could not find the 
rest. The storm threatened to 
blow the helicopter into the 
harbor. The trawler Brda had 
anchored just outside the har¬ 
bor without trouble but the 
skipper asked for assistance 
when the storm broke. 

2 captured 

VANCOUVER (CP) - Po¬ 
lice in two Ontario cities have 
recaptured two men who es¬ 
caped from the Vancouver 
city jail late last year. 

Vincent Michael Fitzgerald, 
20, who escaped following a 
bloody battle with police Nov. 
28, was recaptured in Toronto 


Wednesday. He is being held 
without bail in Orillia, 60 
miles north of Toronto, on old 
charges of trafficking in nar¬ 
cotics and failing to appear 
for court. 

Recaptured in Ottawa is 
Kenneth Lemire, 19, who took 
advantage of his slender build 
on Nov. 23 to slip to freedom 
between a parked corrections 
department bus and a wall at 
the city jail where he was 
being transported for a court 
appearance. 

During Fitzgerald's break¬ 
out, a policeman and a deputy 
sheriff were slashed with a 
straight razor that a prisoner 
had smuggled into the jail, 
and an innocent man on the 
street a block from the jail 
was shot in the back with the 
policeman’s gun, grabbed 
during the breakout. 


None of the injuries was 
serious. Three other escapers 
left with Fitzgerald, but were 
quickly recaptured. 

Drug raid 

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
raid by the Co-cmiinated Law 
Enforcement Unit has yielded 
more than six pounds of 
heroin worth an estimated 54 
million in street sales. Four 
suspects have been arrested. 
Police sources said at least 
three places were raided, cli¬ 
maxing an investigation by 
the enforcement unit, aided 
by city police and RCMP. It 
was the second major raid 
within two months. In No¬ 
vember, eight persons- were 
arrested, breaking up a Van- 
couver-Vancouver Island 
heroin ring.

The teachers presentation 
occupied three hours of the 
daylong hearing and covered 
salaries, changes in clauses 
dealing with substitute teach¬ 
ers' pay. department head al¬ 
lowances and increments. 

Tindall told the hearing Ilia) 
teachers in Courtenay play a 
unique and valued role in the 
fabric of the community "re¬ 
ally enriching the communi¬ 
ty” 

lie cited the fad that the 


board and its teachers work 
well together and paid tribute 
to Ihe board for its forward- 
looking progressive Approach. 

The teachers' spokesman 
said none of the programs un¬ 
dertaken in the districl could 
occur without a good profes¬ 
sional relationship hetween 
Ihe two parties. 

The board heard a request 
that th? $29 a day now paid 
substitute teachers he hiked 
to $45. At present such teach¬ 
ers are paid $29 a day for the 
first five days after which 
they are placed on the regular 
salary scale appropriate to 
their certification. 

Explaining reason lor "this 
big hike.” Tindall said the 
pay for substitute teachers 
has remained unchanged for 
three years. 

Increments will be automat¬ 
ic if teachers win their ar¬ 
gument. The board now has 
the right to withhold an incre¬ 
ment for less than satisfac¬ 
tory performance. Tindall 
called this "discriminatory" 
and he suggested a "positi\p 
approach rather than a type 
of punishment." 

The teachers are also seek¬ 
ing a new clause in the con¬ 
tract which would result in 
negotiations hetween teachers 
and the board in regard lo 
salary and allowances before 
new positions not: already cov¬ 
ered in the congract, were es¬ 
tablished. 


Tindall said salaries paid 
teachers in this district are in 
"a somewhat dismal position." 

lie said "we need a slight 
catchup because of our dis¬ 
mal position." 

Roaid spokesman Peck re- 
hulled each of the teachers 
proposals and presented a 
new one from the board which 
would do aw'ay with ihe 
presen! system of basing prin¬ 
cipal and vice-principal allow¬ 
ances on the number of in¬ 
structional units. He suggest¬ 
ed a grouping of schools of 


similar size and properties 
with a scale for each group. 

He said the hoard offer for 
salary was ihe 1975 Qualicum 
scale with "slight adjust 
ments to fil Ihe shorter incre¬ 
ment pattern of this district." 

Qualicum teachers agreed 
on a dollar scale and Peck 
said "dollars are real, that’s 
what people are going to gpt 
paid." 

The scale would begin at 
the elementary basic mini¬ 
mum of $8,800 rising to $ 13,180 
in ten steps. At the top of thp 
scalp the salary would start 
at $13,405 rising lo $20,786.

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Railways to appeal slashed rate increase 


OTAWA (CP) — The rail¬ 
ways have been granted per¬ 
mission to appeal a Canadian 
transport commission freight 
rate ruling after the federal 
justice department surprised 
a court hearing by supporting 
the railway demand. 

The Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peal, which was hearing the 
case, set Jan. 24 to hear the 
railways appeal a transport 
commission decision granting 
them about half the rate in¬ 
crease they sought last week. 

Gordon Blair, representing 
the provinces of Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba, told the 
court he was astounded that 
the justice department should 
intervene to “enforce a par¬ 
ticular interpretation" of rail¬ 
way law. 

Outside the court, some ex¬ 
perienced observers said, they 
were amazed the department 
would step in to question a 
federal agency ruling, the 
transport commission, in such 
a case. 

Andre Gameau, a justice 
department lawyer, said the 
federal court should grant 
permission to appeal because 
there is an “arguable case” 
against the commission rul¬ 
ing. 

The railways said the com¬ 
mission had no legal authority 
to make its decision. 


The commission last week 
granted the railways about 
half the 25 per cent increase 
in general commodity rates 
that they sought effective Jan. 
1. The commission postponed 
to March 1 the remaining in¬ 
crease to allow further negoti¬ 
ation between the railways 
and the provinces. 

The general commodity 
rates affect about 22 per cent 
of rail freight traffic. The 
railways have estimated 
about 52,000 small shippers 
are involved. 

CP Rail vice-president Rob¬ 
ert Munro, head of the rail¬ 
way’s legal department, said 
the commission has deprived 
the railways of about $168,000 
a day in additional revenue 
by postponing part of the in¬ 
crease to March L This would 
work out to about $8.8 million 
for the two-month period. 

Munro told the court the 
commission decision is “de¬ 
void of any lawful authority.” 
The commission did not have 
the legal right to postpone the 
effective date of the rate in¬ 
crease. 

It also did not have the 
right to substitute a new rate 
in this case or reduce the 
rates filed by the railway. 

The National Transportation 
Act, introduced in 1967, left

the railways considerable 
freedom to set their own 
rates, he said. 

This meant reducing the 
regulatory power of the trans¬ 
port commission over rate¬ 
setting. The commission could 
substitute rates in some un¬ 
usual cases but this was not 
one of them, Munro said. 

Blair said the small ship¬ 
pers affected by this rate lack 
“negotiating muscle." 


“They are the kinds of peo¬ 
ple provincial governments 
and other governments tradi¬ 
tionally seek to protect and 
represent,” he said. 

The commission decision 
came after the provinces of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba asked for a two- 
month delay in emplementing 
the rate increases to allow for 
talks between the provinces 
and .the railways. 


The commission judgement 
had been based on the 
"harshness of the manner” 
the railways used in setting 
these rates. There had not 
been negotiation with the 
shippers. 

There were also grave con¬ 
sequences to consumers. 

After counsel for the On¬ 
tario government disputed 
Munro's legal argument, Gar- 
neau said it is not clear the 
commission has the right to 


postpope the effective date of 
a new rate. 

He said the law the com¬ 
mission relied on for its ruling 
was not intended for that pur¬ 
pose. 

In Edmonton, Agriculture 
Minister Hugh Homer said 
Friday Canadian Transport 
Commission hearings should 
be reopened and railways de¬ 
nied any freight rate in¬ 
creases. 

Homer was reacting in a 


prepared statement to the de-. 
cision to grant railways an 
appeal. 

“At the Western Economic 
Opportunities Conference in 
1973, Justice Minister Otto 
Lang made a commitment to 
the agricultural sector to seek 
equiptable freight rates,” 
Horner said. 

“We were anticipating a re¬ 
duction in freight rates, 
rather than a 50 per cent in¬ 
crease.” 

He said a freeze on freight 
rates should be reinstituted 


until a solution agreeable to 
both agricultural and non- 
agricultural parties can be 
reached. 

Neither producers nor rail¬ 
ways were happy with last 
week’s transport commission 
ruling, he said.

Soviet doctors take 
transplants to heart 

MOSCOW (UPI) — A Soviet heart specialist predicted 
Friday the creation in a few years of an artificial heart capa¬ 
ble of operating for several months. 

Vladimir Kovanov, vice-president of the Academy of 
Medical Sciences, made the statement in the Communist 
.party newspaper Pravda. 

He was commenting on the latest heart operations per¬ 
formed by Dr. Christiaan Barnard of South Africa, who twice 
recently has installed hearts from donors that beat alongside 
the patient’s natural heart. 

Kovanov said Soviet doctors are capable of performing 
heart transplant operations but do not do so because of 
“moral and legal considerations.”

Job hunters 
start melee 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
frustration of * joblessness 
erupted into a brief stampede 
Friday when several thousand 
persons showed up at the 
Givic Centre to apply for 225 
newly-created public - service 
jobs. 

Many came with sleeping 
hags the night before and 
camped on the sidewalks to 
claim a spot near the front of 
ihe line. By dawn, police es¬ 
timated, about 2,000 persons 
were waiting and busloads of 
other applicants were arriv¬ 
ing steadily. 

When city officials opened a 
single door at 8:15 a.m., the 
formation collapsed and the 
applicants surged forward, 
pressing those at the front 
into plate-glass windows and 
doors. 

One male job seeker was 
pushed through the glass pane 
of a door. 

“What’s happening? I’m a 
veteran,” he shouted as the 
crowd pressed on. Police took 
him to a hospital for treat¬ 
ment of minor injuries. 

At least two other persons 
are reported to have received 


minor injuries as police 
moved quickly to restore 
order. 

“They opened one door and 
then the crowd opened four 
others by sheer force,” said a 
policeman. 

Glass panes In two doors 
and large windows adjacent 
to the doors were shattered in 
the brief melee. 

By mid-morning police said 
3,QOO to 4,000 applicants were 
involved in the application 
process. They were led into 
the 5,000-seat auditorium and 
given application forms. They 
then had to wait for a turn to 
file on to the stage for a brief 
job interview. 

The 225 city jobs were fund¬ 
ed under the federal Compre¬ 
hensive Employment Training 
Act in pay scales ranging 
from $114 to $174 a week. Sim¬ 
ilar grants have been made to 
other cities. 

The jobs are for equipment 
operators, laborers, meter 
readers, storekeepers, mech¬ 
anics and clerks. To qualify, 
applicants must be Atlanta 
residents out of work for at 
least 30 days.

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Blue-eyed Arab’s plan bad 

Barrett earns praise, scorn for gas price plan

Premier Barrett was called a “blue-eyed 
Arab" after he announced a sweeping plan 
Friday to increase the export price of natural 
gas and to share the revenues equally among 
the federal government, the B.C. government 
and the B.C. municipalities. 

The strong negative reaction came from 
Francis Pearson of the Washington Utilities 
and Transportation Commission who said the 
plan was unfortunate. “Holy smoke, they’re 
getting five times what they got a year ago 
already,” he exclaimed in Seattle.' 

Other reactions to the plan were a mixed 
bag —- from enthusiastic approval by B.C. 
municipal officials to vitriolic outbursts (a la 
Pearson) from United Slates natural gas cus¬ 
tomers. ' 

Barrett said the ^rirrent export price of 151 
per thousand cubic feet should be increased 
immediately to $1.35 and should rise to its 
real market value of $1.93 by the end of this 
year. The final price increase would yield 
S180 million in government revenues in 1975, 
split equally among the three levels of gov¬ 
ernments. . 


lie said the proposal was “simple” and 
would not require complicated negotiations. 
It would give new confidence to the prov¬ 
ince’s natural gas industry. The proposed 
price increases should not come as a surprise 
to U.S. customers. 

“Americans know very well the price of 
gas must go up,” Barrett said. “They must 
say to themselves, if it costs us $1.35 to buy 
American gas, how come it only costs $1 to 
buy Canadian gas?” 

Meanwhile, Washington and Oregon are 
depending on a break in the cold weathter 
pattern to get them through the next few 
crucial weeks of a 50-per-cent cutback in 
their natural gas supplies from B.C. 

“There’s no reason to panic yet,” said 
David Piper, a spokesman for the Oregon 
State Energy Office. 

If allowed to continue unabated, Barrett 
said, a shortfall in deliveries to U.S. custom¬ 
ers would develop next winter of up to 500 
million cubic feet a day, more than half the 
export commitment of 800 million. 


Barrett made it quiet clear that B.C. con¬ 
sumers would not be affected by the pro¬ 
posed increase for export. 

Washington Natural Gas Co., the largest 
supplier in the state, predicted that the Cana¬ 
dian Energy Board will deny Barrett’s pro¬ 
posal. 

“We don’t anticipate that the board will 
buy it,” said spokesman Ken Wilson. “They 
just approved the increase from 66 cents to 
$1 and won’t go for another big increase this 
quickly.” 

Wilson said a smaller increase, perhaps to 
$1.20 and not until late his year, had been ex¬ 
pected — “but nothing this horrendous.” 

The B.C. proposal will be formally pre¬ 
sented to the federal government next week 
when the premier meets with federal Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald and Charles 
Drury, minister of state for science and tech¬ 
nology. 

The meeting has been set for Jan. 15 and 
the provincial government is trying to have it 
moved ahead to Jan. 14. 


Barrett said he hopes his proposal will 
resolve the differences between the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments over the taxa¬ 
tion of natural gas. 

“It reasons that increasing the wellhead 
price will give producers a higher income for 
the federal government to levy a corporate 
income tax on,” the premier said. 

While tiie provincial government agrees 
the federal government should receive a 
share of the province’s natural gas revenues, 
he said, “we don’t want the federal govern¬ 
ment’s share to be dissipated in the pockets 
of the petroleum industry.” 

“Instead of squabbling over the sharing of 
revenues derived from the export sale of 
B.C.’s natural gas at $1,” he said, “the feder¬ 
al government through its National Energy 
Board should raise the export price to its 
real market value, thus enabling the B.C. Pe¬ 
troleum Corp. To divide those new revenues 
equally between the federal government, pro¬ 
vincial government and municipalities of 
B.C.

Slashing tornadoes kill eight 


McCOMB, Miss. (UPI) - 
Tornadoes slashed across the 
south from Mississippi to 
(ieorgia Friday, smashing 
schools, stores and homes, 
killing at least eight persons 
and injuring more than 125. 

Seven of the dead were re¬ 
ported in Mississippi and the 
eighth in Alabama. A tor¬ 
nado damaged a school and a 
nursing home in west Georgia 
and another smashed a trailer 
park In Florida, injuring sev¬ 
eral persons. 


At McComb. a tornado that 
struck soon after school began 
ripped a two - mile swath 
through the western edge of 
the city. It collapsed an ele¬ 
mentary school around its ter-‘ 
rified students and demo¬ 
lished a shopping centre. 

Late Friday, a tornado 
struck downtown Pell City, 
Ala., 25 miles east of Bir T

hospital. Alabama civil de¬ 
fence director C. J. Sullivan 
said a tornado killed a vil¬ 
lager in Ragland, north of 
Pell City. 

Twenty persons were re¬ 
ported injured! when a tornado 
smashed into a trailer park in 
Pelham, south of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

“It touched down right in 
the middle of town,” said a 
harried officer in the sheriff's

Harmac mill plan 

Shorter hours 
save 160 jobs

In an apparent trend-setting 
move, workers at MacMillan 
Bloedel’s 1,100-man Harmac 
pulp mill have agreed to ac¬ 
cept cuts in working hours to 
avoid heavy lay-offs caused 
by poor lumber market condi¬ 
tions. 

A company spokesman said 
Friday that union- 
management negotiations are 
underway to switch opera¬ 
tions from a 40-hjur to a 
32-hour wck for most work¬ 
ers. 

The spokesman said about 
160 men were to have been 
liad off but “both union and 
company have accepted the 
concept of a 32-hour work 
week.” 

Members of the union, 
Ixxral 8, Pulp, Paper and 
Woodworkers of Canada, ap¬ 
parently voted Thursday to a 
two-to-one majority to accept 
the reduced working hours. 

It was hard to say whether 
planned lay-offs will be avoid¬ 
ed .altogether or just “sub¬ 
stantially reduced”, said the 
spokesman, but discussions on 
a job-to-job, person-by-person 
basis would continue into next 
week. 

Some workers, instrument 
mechanics, for example 
might have to continue to 
work a 40-hour week. Other 
might have to change jobs 
within the plant. 

The up-Island economy suf¬ 
fered another set-back Friday 
as Western Mines announced 
it would lay off some 100 
miners .at its Myra Creek 
operation “within the next 
week or so.” 

Western's president Bill Je- 
witt said the combined effect 
of provincial and federal taxa¬ 
tion policies would mean the 
mine would suffer a projected 
net loss of $750,000 in 1975. 

Jewitt said that, unless the 
“confrontation” between se¬ 
nior governments over taxa¬ 
tion was resolved, his mine 
would be forced to shut-down 
completely. 

He said the Western Mines 
Board would meet again 
“early in March” to decide 
the mine's fate.

COWJCHAN BAY A Pro¬ 
posal to build a 61-unit high- 
rise has been turned down by 
Cowichan Region Board after 
opposition arose from local 
residents and the area’s advi¬ 
sory planning commission.

Arbitration board decision expected next week

NANAIMO Parents in the 
Nanaimo area seem unani¬ 
mous in wanting an immedi¬ 
ate halt to the strike which 
has kept schools operating on 
a part-time basis here for a 
week. 

A random survey Friday 
among parents of several dis¬ 
tricts, showed that all contact¬ 
ed wish schools would open 
full-time and, with some 
parents calling for both sides 
in the dispute to “get to¬ 
gether” and get the issues re¬ 
solved. 

Local 606. Canadian Union 
of Public Employees, is on 
strike against the school 
board in demand for a job se¬ 
curity clause in a new con¬ 
tract, along with a firm com¬ 
mittment on a cost of living 
adjustment clause. 

One mother said that she 
thinks this strike is different 
from other labor-management 
disputes. 

“That school board is a 
public body, elected by us and 
their silly games during this 
strike are only resulting in 
serious damage to the year’s 
schooling for the children.” 

Schools have operated for 
one hour a day, to allow 
teachers to hand out assign¬ 
ments for students to do at 
home. However, cold weather 
and snow has kept attendance 
in schools low this week, since 
school buses have not been 
operating. 

“I feel sorry for some 
kids,” said another mother 
who declined to be identified. 
“They have to walk some¬ 
times up to two miles to 
school and it hardly seems 
worth it for just an hour.” 

Both sides in the dispute 
say they are prepared to re¬ 
open negotiations, but both 
appear reluctant to be the 
first to ask for a meeting. 

Union officials have said 
they cannot see why schools 
are operating on a part-time 
basis since they are heated 
and janitors are working. 

But school board chairman. 
Joe Kilner, says his board «s 
treating the issue as a general 
strike and will continue to do 
so until all outstanding mat¬ 
ters are resolved. 

Even the students seen 
anxious to have the matter 
settled. 

In a survey, involving stu¬ 
dents of several age groups, 
all said they wanted either to 
have the strike settled or 
have classes cancelled al¬ 
together. 

“I would like to be off all 
day, but going to school all 
day would be better than 
going for one hour and then 
trying to work at home,” said 
a Grade 6 girl. 

Others, in approximately 
the same age category, said 
they wanted to go to school 
because they knew it would 
be hard for them to catch op 
later, when the strike is over. 

And a Grade 1 girl said. "I 
want lo go back to school so I 
can be with all my friends 
like belore." 

A spokesman for teachers 
in the district said they have 
not been taking things easy, 
despite the lighter classroom 
work load. 

Teachers remain firm in 
their position of attending 
schools as required, as long 
as strike breakers are not 
used by the school district. 
They have agreed not to. per¬ 
form any duties normally 
done by union members. 

One mother seemed to sum 
up the feelings of all inter¬ 
viewed when she said, “It ap-

COURTENAY An arbi¬ 
tration board decision is ex¬ 
pected early next week in ihe 
salary dispute between teach¬ 
ers and trustees in Courtenay 
school district. 

The three-man board is con¬ 
sidering a 17.75 per cent re¬ 
quest by the 358 teachers and 
a scale average of 16.46 per 
cent offered by the board. 

Presentation for the teach¬ 
ers was made by Arthur Tin¬ 
dall assisted by Robert Ed¬ 
wards, Mrs. Ella Clarke and 
British Columbia Teachers’ 
Federation staff member 
Bruce Watson. The board’s 
proposal was outlined by Wilf 
Peck of the B.C. school trust¬ 
ees association assisted by 
William Burns, secretary- 
treasurer of school district 71 
and school superintendent Re¬ 
ginald Cox. 


Richard Bird of Duncan, 
was chairman of the arbitra¬ 
tion board, with board appoin¬ 
tee Carl Anshelm and Gordon 
Anderson for the teachers. 

The teachers presentation 
occupied three hours of the 
daylong hearing and covered 
salaries, changes in clauses 
dealing with substitute teach¬ 
ers’ pay, department head al¬ 
lowances and increments. 

Tindall told the hearing that 
teachers in Courtenay play a 
unique and valued role in the 
f&bric of the community "re¬ 
ally enriching the communi¬ 
ty.” 

He cited the fact that the 
hoard and its teachers work 
well together and paid tribute 
lo the board for its forward- 
looking progressive approach. 

The teachers’ spokesman 


said none of the programs un¬ 
dertaken in the district could 
occur without a good profes¬ 
sional relationship between 
the two parties. 

The board heard a request 
that th? $29 a day now paid 
substitute teachers be hiked 
to $15. At presenl such teach¬ 
ers are paid $29 a day for the 
first five days after which 
they arc placed on the regular 
salary scale appropriate to 
their certification. 

Explaining reason for "this 
big hike,” Tindall said the 
pay for substitute teachers 
has remained unchanged for 
three years. 

Increments will be automat¬ 
ic if teachers win their ar¬ 
gument. The board now has 
the right to withhold an incre¬ 
ment for less thbn satisfac¬ 


tory performance. Tindall 
called this "discriminatory” 
and he suggested a "positive 
approach rather than a type 
of punishment." 

The teachers arc also seek¬ 
ing a new clause in the con¬ 
tract which would result in 
negotiations between teachers 
and the board in regard to 
salary and allowances before 
new positions not already cov¬ 
ered in the congract, were es¬ 
tablished. 

Tindall said salaries paid 
teachers in this district are in 
"a somewhat dismal position.” 

He said “we need a slight 
catchup because of our dis¬ 
mal position." 

Board spokesman Peck re¬ 
butted each of the teachers 
proposals and presented a 
new one from the board which 


would do away with the 
present system of basing prin¬ 
cipal and vice-principal allow¬ 
ances on the number of in¬ 
structional units. He suggest¬ 
ed a grouping of schools of 
similar size and properties 
with a scale for each group. 

He said the board offer for 
salary was the 1975 Qualicum 
scale with "slight adjust¬ 
ments to fit the shorter incre¬ 
ment pattern of this district.” 

Qualicum teachers agreed 
on a dollar scale and Peck 
said “dollars are real, that’* 
what people are going to get 
paid." 

The scale would begin at 
the elementary basic mini¬ 
mum of 58,800 rising to $13,180 
in ten steps. At the top of the 
scale the salary would start 
at $13,405 rising to $20,186.

Mayor questioning 
election procedure 


DUNCAN Duncan’s 
Mayor Kenneth Paskin dis¬ 
agrees w’lth the Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister. James 
Lorimer on the uniformity in 
election procedures. 

Paskin was reacting this 
week to a letter from the min¬ 
ister explaining why residents 
of the electoral areas are 
given an opportunity to have 
their name placed on the list 
of electors on election day 
while municipal residents are 
not. 

Paskin. who is also a direc¬ 
tor on the Cowichan Regional 
Boad, had asked the board in 
November to write the min¬ 
ister and ask Mm to explain 
the procedures. 

In his reply Lorimer said 
the municipalities were re¬ 
quired by the Municipal Act 
to conduct an enumeration, 
while regional districts were 
permitted the option of not 
enumerating in electoral 
areas because of the vast dis¬ 
tances involved in some cases 
and the sparsity of population. 

“Because of this. I consid¬ 
ered that it was only just to 
allow the residents of elector¬ 


al areas a further opportunity 
to be placed on the list of 
electors,” Lorimer said. 

Paskin agreed with the min¬ 
ister’s reasoning, but said. "I 
still feel the residents of the 
municipalities who may have 
missed the enumeration for 
some reason should be al¬ 
lowed to get their names on 
the voter’s list on the day of 
the election. 

"Anything else would be a 
double standard.”

Barrett earns praise, scorn for gas price plan 



Friday to increase the export price of natural 
gas and to share the revenues equally among 
the federal government, the B.C. government 
and the B.C. municipalities. 

The strong negative reaction came from 
Francis Pearson of the Washington Utilities 
and Transportation Commission who said the 
pkin was unfortunate. “Holy smoke, they’re 
getting five times what they got a year ago 
already^” he exclaimed in Seattle. 

Other reactions to the plan were a mixed 
bag from enthusiastic approval by B.C. 
municipal officials to vitriolic outbursts (a la 
Pearson) from United States natural gas cus¬ 
tomers. 

Barrett said the current export price of $1 
per thousand cubic feet should be increased 
immediately to SI.33 and should rise to its 
real market value of $1.93 by the end of this 
year. The final price increase would yield 
$180 million in government revenues in 1975, 
split equally among the three levels of gov¬ 
ernments. 


He said the proposal was "simple” and 
would not require complicated negotiations. 
It would give new confidence to the prov¬ 
ince's natural gas industry. The proposed 
price increases should not come as a surprise 
to U.S. customers. 

"Americans know very well the price of 
gas must go up,” Barrett said. “They must 
say to themselves, if it costs us $1.35 to Any 
American gas, how come it only costs $1 to 
buy Canadian gas?” 

Meanwhile, Washington and Oregon are 
depending on a break in the cold weather 
pattern to get them through the next few 
crucial weeks of a 50-per-cent cutback in 
their natural gas supplies from B.C. 

"There’s no reason to panic yet.” said 
David Piper, a spokesman for the Oregon 
Slate Energy Office. 

If allowed to continue unabated, Barrett 
said, a shortfall in deliveries to U.S. custom¬ 
ers would develop next winter of up to 500 
million cubic feet a day, more than half the 
export commitment of 800 million. 


Barrett made it quite clear that B.C. con¬ 
sumers would not be affected by the pro¬ 
posed increase for export. 

Washington Natural Gas Co., the largest 
supplier in the state, predicted that the Cana¬ 
dian Energy Board will deny Barrett’s pro¬ 
posal. 

"We don’t anticipate that the board will 
buy it," said spokesman Ken Wilson. “They 
just approved the increase from 66 cents to 
$1 and won’t go for another big increase this 
quickly." 

Wilson said a smaller increase, perhaps to 
$1.20 and not until late his year, had been ex¬ 
pected - "but nothing this horrendous." 

The B.C. proposal will be formally pre¬ 
sented to the federal government next week 
when the premier meets with federal Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald and Charles 
Drury, minister of state for science and tech¬ 
nology. 

The meeting has been set for Jan. 15 and 
the provincial government is trying to have it 
moved ahead to Jan. 14. 


Barrett said he hopes his proposal will 
resolve the differences between the provm* 
cial and federal governments over the taxa¬ 
tion of natural gas. 

"It reasons that increasing the wellhead 
price will give producers a higher income for 
the federal government to levy a corporate 
income tax on," the premier said. 

While the provincial government agrees 
the federal government should receive a 
share of the province’s natural gas revenues, 
lie said, "we don’t want the federal govern¬ 
ment's share to be dissipated in the pockets 
of the petroleum industry.” 

"Instead of squabbling over the sharing of 
revenues derived from the export sale of 
B.C.'s natural gas at $1," he said, "the feder¬ 
al government through its National Energy 
Board should raise the export price to its 
real market value, thus enabling the B.C. Pe¬ 
troleum Corp. to divide those new revenues 
equally between the federal government, pro¬ 
vincial government and municipalities of 
B.C."

Western’s president Bill Jc- 
witt said the combined effect

Teamsters spokesman Ed Zimmer¬ 
man said no vote was taken on the 
board’s ruling at union meetings 
Friday. 


"The board has ordered us back 
to work and there was no one really 
opposed,” said Zimmerman. "If wc 
didn’t abide by the rating we’d just 
have to abide by the court ruling 
which would follow.” 

Meantime the Teamstei-s' ban on 
overtime work with Johnston, a 
tracking company that hauls every¬ 


thing “from fruit to bolts,” will con¬ 
tinue. 

The union has been seeking mid¬ 
contract cost - of - living pay adjust¬ 
ments from Johnston and 88 other 
trucking companies since early 
December.

The two-year-old disagree¬ 
ment, which was left over 
from a strike two years ago,

rentals of schools by commu¬ 
nity groups had to be can¬ 
celled on two occasions. 

The dispute was over for¬ 
mulas for man-hours to ser¬ 
vice schools. 

The school board spokes¬ 
man said that, last Oct. 21. an 
agreement was signed which 
was subsequently repudiated 
by the union. * 


‘‘Recently there was an 
order from the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board requiring the 
unions to service the schools 
for evening activities.*’ 

Friday’s agreement con¬ 
tained the following clauses: 

• Present staffing ar¬ 
rangements in the schools for 
.janitors and customs remain 
the same. 

• The previous agreement 
of Nov. 14, allowing extra 
time for servicing evening 
rentals, will remain and be 
implemented. 

• If the school board 
opens new facilities or closes 
facilities, the board can 
adjust unilaterally the man¬ 
hours required. 

• By mutual agreement 
between the board and the 
union, the man-hours can be 
adjusted up or down in any 
school. 

• Any reference to rating 
or rated areas in the contract 
is being deleted. (Rating is 
a formula by which man¬ 
hours were determined.)

1972. and two more 
years for six other crimes 
during his freedom.

Calling it "a quite extraor¬ 
dinary case.” Ostler said that 
"I firmly believe that there 
should be. so far as is possi¬ 
ble, consistency in the sen¬ 
tencing process” —- and then 
listed the pros and cons for 
Johanson.

that amount. 

Legal Aid duty counsel 
Brian MacKenzie, who al¬ 
ready had spoken to Proulx in 
the jail next to court, asked 
that the case be put over to 
Tuesday for bail discussion 
and possible election of trial 
method. 

Judge William Ostler 
agreed and the short, bearded 
Proulx, clad in dark green co¬ 
veralls, was whisked back to 
jail. 

Meanwhile, Investigating 
Victoria detectives confirmed 
Friday a simulated bomb was 
involved in the incident at the 
Toronto-Dominion Bank in the 
Bentall Building. 

Members of the CFB Esqui¬ 
mau bomb squad, who used 
explosives of their own to det¬ 
onate the “bomb” package at 
Clover Point Thursday eve¬ 
ning, advised police the pack¬ 
age had not contained a live 
bomb. 

Police also confirmed that a 
letter delivered to the bank, 
along with a briefcase con¬ 
taining the “bomb" package, 
had demanded $100,000 to 
avoid destruction of the bank 
by explosion.

Also running out of draft 
beer Friday afternoon was the 
Army, Navy, and Airforce 
Veterans club on Wharf which 
turned to selling bottled beer 
only. 

A spokesman for King 
John's Inn on Sooke Road 
said his establishment possi¬ 
bly has enough draft beer on 
hand to last the weekend. 

“It will depend on the de¬ 
mand." he said. He added 
lhat if there is a heavy run on 
draft beer “we’ll be in grim 
shape.”

The Farm Show w-as first 
performed in a barn in the 
Clinton area of Western On¬ 
tario. 

The Farm Show is some¬ 
thing new in Canadian 
theatre, collective drama that 
grows out of the actors’ expe¬ 
rience of real-life contact with 
real people, in this case farm 
people who live in that region 
ot rural Ontario. 

The Farm Show, created 
and performed by members 
of the Theatre Passe Muraille 
under the leadership of artis¬ 
tic director Paul Thompson, 
comes to CBC television on 
Sunday, January 12, at 9 
p.pv, as a presentation in the 
Performance series. 

Produced for TV by Robert 
Allen, and directed by Ron 
Meraska, The Farm Show 
stars a six-member cast from 
Toronto's Theatre Passe 
Muraille: Anne Anglin, Janet 
Amos. MileR Potter, Ted 
Johns. Carol Galloway and 
David Fox. All play many 
parts — people, animals, and 
moving machinery. And they 
occasionally sing and dance. 

The show' is a series of unin¬ 
terrupted vignettes, part 
character study, part story 
a kaleidoscope of people and 
events that affords the viewer 
revealing glimpses of farm 
lite as it is lived today. Its 
materials by turns moving, 
funny, and informative. A mo- 
mologue by David Fox at the 
end of the show' does more to 
explain the farmer’s side of 
“food prices*’ controversy 
than anything ever written by 
an eonomist and it’s both 
moving and informative. 

The Farm Show- tells it like 
It is. about life on ttx* farm. It 
was bom in the summer of 
1972, when the Theatre Passe 
Muraille migrated from 
Toronto to the Clinton area, 
lived and worked with the 
larmers and their families,

The Farm Show reflects life in an On¬ 
tario farming community today, and 
the actors portray real people, as 
well as farm machinery and live¬ 
stock. 


and created a theatre piece 
out of what they had ex|>eri- 
enced and observed. 

Theatre Passe Muraille 
translates as “theatre without 
walls’’, and The Farm Show 
is literally that. It requires its 
audience to transcend the con¬ 
fines of a stage, and to let 
imaginations roam free in 
larm country. Its setting 
suggests a bam, but its 
scenes take place in fields 
and farm houses, in communi¬ 
ty halls and the streets of the 
county town, Goderich. Its 
actors portray the farm peo¬ 
ple of the area, as well as 
their livestock and farm ma¬ 
chinery. 

The Farm Show was a hit in 
its first performance in a 
barn near Clinton, and it con¬ 
tinued to be a hit on tour. 
When it came to Toronto, it 
was still a hit. Perhaps be¬ 
cause of its warmly human 
portraits of real people. Per¬ 
haps because of its mixture of 
humor and human drama. 
Perhaps because it conveys, 
even tx> city people, an under¬ 
standing of farm life today. 

The Farm Show was nomin¬ 
ated the Chalmers Award for 
play wrigh ting in 1972. II w'as 
the first in a succession of eol- 
lective creations for the 


theatre by the company, and 
as artistic director Paul 
Thompson explained, “We 
began collectives because the 
scripts weren’t there for the 
material we wanted to do.” 

After The Farm Show came 
one on mining in the Cobalt 
area, in 1973, and last sum¬ 
mer a show called Oil, done in 
Petrolia, Ont., home of the 
first North American oil well. 
It played in the town’s recent¬ 
ly-restored Victoria Play¬ 
house, built in 1889, and one 
Petrolia lady, watching a poi¬ 
gnant portrayal of herself in 
ihe production, was so moved 
that she cried. Later she said. 
"It was all so beautiful. ’’ 
That’s the way Theatre Passe 
Muraille’.s “taken-from-life” 
productions affect some (peo¬ 
ple. 

The company’s recent work 
includes 1837: The Farmers’ 
Revolt, a recreation of the 
Mackenzie Rebellion in Upper 
Canada: and a drama about 
the historic “black Don¬ 
nellys’’, both staged this fall. 
It recently sponsored a New¬ 
foundland revue. Sickness, 
Death and Beyond the Grave, 


at the Bathurst Street Church 
in Tot onto. 

Paul Thompson. Theatre 
Passe Muraille* 34-year-old 
artistic director, is a native of 
Charlottetown, Prince Ed- 
vvard Island, who came to On¬ 
tario (Listoweli at the age of 
two. He later moved to 
Guelph where he lived u'ith 
his Scottish grandfather a 
man who recited Robbie 
Burns poetry to hi* grandson. 
Thompson studied English 
and French at the University 
of Western Ontario, London, 
and spent some time as a 
student in Paris, where his in¬ 
terest in theatre intensified. 
After a period at Canada's 
Stratford Festival, where he 
was an assistant to director 
Jean Gascon, he founded a 
directors' co-op at Rochdale 
College In Toronto, and it was 
from this that the Theatre 
Passe Muraille came into 
being.

Smothers Brothers: For Rent-Not For Sale 


By LAWRENCE LAURENT 

Tommy Smothers Is ready 
to return to television. He 
asks only that the Smothers 
Brothers Hour not be judged 
solely by the first show on 
Monday (8 p.m. EDT, NBC) 
The brothers have been 
brought back to replace a 
minor disaster called Born 
Free and they may think 
they’ve been thrown to the 
lions, since they must com¬ 
pete for an audience with 
Gunsmoke and The Rookies. 

But has Tommy really 
changed since his feud with 
the "censors” at CBC-TV? It 
is a question he welcomes: 

"Some people think we got 
this show by making conces¬ 
sions and copping out. Noth¬ 
ing could be closer to the 
truth. 

“We will be making conces¬ 
sions and oopping out on a 
regular basis. Our beliefs 
and convictions are not for 
sale. But they are for rent. 

"There’s a guard at the 
gate of NBC’s Burbank Studi¬ 
os. Every morning, on the 
way to work, we check our 
beliefs and convictions with 
him. He gives them back 
every evening when we leave 
for home.’’ 

I interrupted to ask Tommy 
if the good gag lines were 
part of a comedy routine he 
had worked up for a studio 


audience? There was a pans*. 
A laugh. And the answer: 
"Well. . . yeah." 

No matter. The routine con¬ 
tains at least as much truth 
as it does humor. 

The television audience last 
saw the Smothers Brothers in 
a series the summer of 1870. 
It was not a/.happy experi¬ 
ence; the senes got low rat¬ 
ing, mainly because the young 
audience that best likes 
Tommy and Dick Smothers 
rarely stays home to look at 
TV during the hot weather. 

The team went into semi-re¬ 
tirement and sued CBC-TV for 
breach of contract and for in- 
fringe rrw n t of copyright. 
Tommy says the settlement 
came to “about $916,000" and 
even if much of the money 
went for legal costs and 
taxes, “it was worth it. It 
made our stand valid.” 

Still, the brothers went sep¬ 
arate ways during much of 
the past five years. Tim, the 
fire-eating rebel of the 
protesting 1960s, bought a 
ranch in Northern California 
where he learned to watch the 
sun go down and relax. Dick, 
who had let Tom make the 
decisions, honed his skills as 
the driver of racing cars and 
spent months on ski slopes. 

Just last year they decided 
the time was right for a re¬ 



entry Into show business. 
They worked up a new act, 
accepted bookings in several 
of the nation’s best night 
spots and collected fabulous 
reviews. 

"I didn’t really want this 
show. I wanted a news show. 
But I w f as promised that if I 
took a show for 13 weeks and 
said nothing relevant, I’d then 
get my own weekend news 
show.” 

"My biggest problem is my 
mouth.” 

Perhaps so. But Tommy’s 
mouth is also one of his big¬ 
gest assets. He and Dick are 
the sons of a West Point gard- 
uate who survived the Bataan 
Death March in 1942 but who 
died on a World War II prison 
ship. 

The two were students at 
San Jose State University 
Tommy with his guitar and 
Dick with his bass fiddle — 
when young people fell in love 
with folk music. The brothers 
sang folk music, but with a 
twist. 

When they told the story of 
"John Henry, the steel driving 
man,” it w'as a tale about a 
high school dropout named 
Jack Hank. He died in a con¬ 
test with a machine. "And,” 
said Tommy Smothers, “a 
railroad man looked down at 
his inert form and said: ’Look 


at that big dumb Jack Hank 
—thought he could beat a mar 
chine’.” 

When they sang about the 
New England beginnings of 
this republic, the words went 
like this; 

"The founding of the colo¬ 
nies: The original 13 colonies 
were founded by our forefath¬ 
ers who were fleeing from re¬ 
ligious prosecution and the 
Common Market. The Puri¬ 
tans were very religious peo¬ 
ple who worked hard to carve 
a home from the wilderness. 
But on Saturday night every¬ 
one let down his hair and re¬ 
laxed around a fireside with 
a fun-packed frolicsome witch 
burning.” 

They progressed out of night 
spots to the concert tour ha 
television. From TV they pro¬ 
gressed to controversy and 
that took them to obscurity. 
But Tommy has few' regrets. 

"The last time,” he said, 
"w'e were reflecting what was 
happening in the streets. 

"Now we have a reputation 
and an image that is not in 
keeping with our reality. We 
are better performers now. 

"Our show will poke fun at 
die establishment, but our hu¬ 
mor won’t be as bitter as it 
once was—for the simple rea¬ 
son that we’re not as bitter.”

Computer Aids 
Archaeologist 

With the help of modem 
technology and six years of 
painstaking work by scholars, 
the fabulous Egyptian temple 
of Nefertiti, at Kamak, has 
been recreated. The tech¬ 
niques and results of this 
enormous project are the 
focus of the PBS Special The 
Mystery of Nefertiti, Monday, 
January 13 at 8:00 p.m. on 
KCTS/9. 

Starting with more than 
3 5,000 sandstone blocks 
stacked in warehouses and 
strewn haphazardly about 
Kamak, a team of scholars, 
msearchers, photographers 
and artists, under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. Ray Winfield 
Smith, reconstructed on paper 
a temple built in honor of 
Egyptian Queen Nefertiti and 
destroyed more than 30 cen¬ 
turies ago. 

The Mystery of Nefertiti ex¬ 
plores the technique Dr. 
Smith developed of using a 
computer to match the sand¬ 
stone pieces of this gigantic 
jig-saw puzzle, as well as the 
artistic renderings of the tem¬ 
ple by Leslie Greener.

She says: “It happens 
about every six months, my 
family has come to know that 
I go into my room and lock 
the door and I sit for a couple 
of hours and wonder 
why am I fighting and why 
am I shouting and why am I 
pushing? Inside of me, I am 
not a disabled person. I am 
not what you see visually. I 
am a woman inside of me, a 
woman with professional 
drives, with sexual drives, 
with all kinds of drives."

UBC Geneticist Hosts New 


CBQ-TV Science Series 


Advances in the world of 
science and technology and 
how they can affect our lives 
are the subjects on a new 
series on CBC-TV beginning 
Monday, Jan. 13 at 10 p.m. 

Called Science Magifcine, it 
is hosted by Dr. David Suzuki, 
internationally known for his 
work in genetics, which has 
ranged from chromosone re¬ 
production to his controver¬ 
sial and outspoken opinions 
related to human destiny. 

A University of British Co¬ 
lumbia professor, known to 
CBC viewers as the host of 
Suzuki On Science, he is a 
born teacher and natural per¬ 
former who communicates his 
passion for science. His popu¬ 
lar series was shown on the 
network in 1970 and again in 
1971. 

Executive producer of the 
series, Science Magazine, is 
James Murray who has pro¬ 
duced such notable successes 
as The Living Arctic, The Na¬ 
ture of Things, The National 
Dream. 

As Murray says, the world 
of science is relatively little 
written or spoken of in the 
popular press or on TV. At 
ihe same time what is hap¬ 
pening in the field of science 
affects people in all aspects of 
everyday life. 

Science Magazine visits re¬ 
search centres all across Can¬ 
ada, and in some other coun¬ 
tries, to bring viewers inter¬ 
esting developments from the 
laboratories. 

The first program is typical 
with three new major 
breakthroughs explored. The 
first is recent ways in which 
the lives of premature babies 



are extended from techniques 
developed at Toronto’s Sick 
Children's Hospital. The 
knowledge has led to more 
successful care of normal 
babies. A second item is on 
survival of persons in cold 
w'ater and the development of 
a new life jacket that protects 
up to four times longer from 
the cold — a major cause of 
water deaths in Canada. This 
research is being carried out 
by the University of Victoria 
in B.C. The other item is a 
technique developed by the 
chemical engineering depart¬ 
ment of University of Toronto 
which identifies toxic lead in 
humans. There has been an 
increased awareness of lead 
poisoning in some urban 
centres but previously it had 
not been possible to ascertain 
the source of the lead — 
whether it was from car ex- 
huast, soil or from smelters. 

Other programs on Mon¬ 
days at 10 p.m. will report on 
muscular dystrophy research 
at McMaster University, the 
affects on fetuses of drugs 
ingested by pregnant women 
and latest finds on the affects 
of marijuana on the health of 
users. 

From a National Aeronautic 
Space Agency contract to do 
space medicine research at 
McGill University has come 
knowledge of how the balance 
of organs of the middle ear 
affects pilots in free flying, 
that is in spins etc., and how 
they can cause disorientation 
and dizziness. 

Many other research devel¬ 
opments that produce impor¬ 
tant new information will he 
explored in forthcoming pro¬ 
grams.

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M-A-S-H to Lose McLean Stevenson

Trapper John (drunk, pack¬ 
ing toilet paper Into hi* duffel 
hag): If I don’t like a movie, 

I walk out In the middle. If I 
don’t like a war, 1 leave. 

Hawkeye: (not to drunk); 
Don’t you want to see how it 
ends? 

Trapper: Oh, but it doesn’t 
end. It continues — when it 
finishes here, they take it on 
the road. 

— From one of last year’s 
M-A-S-H episodes. 

LOS ANGELES — Not 
many people walked out in 
the middle of M-A-S-H, the 
movie, when it was released 
in 1970. Critics cheered, and a 
public who wanted to walk out 
on the Vietnam War swarmed 
to the box office. But who 
would have thought that M-A- 
S-H could be taken on the 
half-hour television comedy 
road — and survive? 

People die in M-A-S-H — 
possibly including, at the end 
Y>f this TV season, one of the 
principal characters. Army 
doctors in the Korean War 
commit the seven deadly sins 
and general insubordination 
in the middle of a war zone. 
They, and the audience, laugh 
at some of the institutions 
America holds nearest and 
dearest. This is TV “sitcom" 
material? 

Robert Altman, who direct¬ 
ed the movie, doesn’t think 
so. "I abhor it,” he says of 
the CBS series. “I don’t care 
how well it’s done. It’s like 
saying we’re going to be in an 
Asian war every Saturday 
night.” ^ 

Actually. M-A-S-H is aired 
on Tuesdays this season. Alt¬ 
man admits he has only seen 
■parts" of "five or six” epi¬ 
sodes of the series. 

Most Hollywood profes¬ 
sionals disagree with Altman. 
I^ast year M-A-S-H won the 
best comedy series Emmy 
against the toughest competi¬ 
tion ever mounted for that 
award. And public and profes¬ 
sional taste have coincided. 
Almost two years after ihe 
Vietnam cease-fire, the Niel¬ 
sen ratings' Top 10 list consis¬ 
tently reveals that M-A-S-H, 
the TV show, is a smash. 

AUTHENTIC 

M-A-S-H is shot in two loca¬ 
tions one on the 20th Centu¬ 
ry Fox range out in the hills, 
for the big exterior scenes, 
and another on Stage 9 on the 
Fox lot next to Century City. 

The first thing you notice on 
Stage 9 is the mud on the 
floor. Except it’s not. really 
mud, you discover when you 
step on it. It’s a rubber com¬ 
pound carpet. 

Everything else seems 
about as authentic as some¬ 
one who has never been in the 
Army in Korea can imagine. 
And someone who was in the 
Army in Korea, Maj. William 
Pfiefer, assures you that it’s 
‘a remarkably accurate job.” 

Maj. Pfeifer is only passing 
through town; the show uses 
no official Army adviser, 
since such a title might also 
mean official Army interfer¬ 
ence. Maj. Pfeifer was recent¬ 
ly a surgeon in the only Mo¬ 
bile Army Surgical Hospital 
left in Korea. Only now, he 


says it’s called Surgical Hos¬ 
pital, Mobile Army. S-H-M-A. 
(However, a Pentagon spokes¬ 
man in Washington reports 
that he still uses M-A-S-H.) 

Gene Reynolds and Larry 
Gelbart, the creators of the 
TV show, met Pfeifer last 
spring, when they traveled to 
Korea for five days of re¬ 
search. While there, recalls 
Pfeifer, the Hollywood big 
shots joined in the fun at the 
unit’s St. Patrick’s party — 
something involving a casket, 
a nurse and Reynolds dressed 
up as a priest. Just like on the 
show, says Pfeifer, “when you 
work hard, and when you 
party, you let it all hang out.” 

Reynolds and Gelbart work 
hard at letting their show 
hang out. In no other TV 
series have more words, 
scenes and ideas that were 
taboo on commercial TV a 
few years ago bounded more 
naturally across the screen. 

•The first year, there was a 
lot of stuff CBS objected to." 
recalls Gelbart. In the show’s 
second season, "they wouldn’t 
let us use ’circumcision.’ ” 
But this season, the third, 
"we’ve done a show about cir¬ 
cumcision. I think they have 
the feeling we can handle 
most everything." 

CAST CARES 

Of course some words still 
are not uttered, and "we do a 
lot of little boy style dirty 
jokes," acknowledges Gel¬ 
bart. Only one script — in¬ 
volving a multiple pregnancy 

was e,ver flatly rejected by 
the network. 

Gelbart himself rejects 
"countless” unsolicited 
scripts from “extremely 
young and naive people." he 
says. Among the most popu¬ 
lar, inevitably rejected ideas 
are scripts involving transsex¬ 
ual doctors or visiting women 
from USO troupes or ihe 
press' who fall in love with 
Hawkeye. 

Shooting a series, especially 
without a live audience, can 
..be tedious, as scenes must be 
rehearsed and shot from 
many different stogies in 
order to get closeups of each 
actor. The "M-A-S-H” actors 
Usually stick around to say 
their off-camera lines during 
all of the individual shots — 
which is “very unusual in my 
experience." says McLean 
Stevenson. 

"We’re very supportive of 
each other.” says Stevenson, 
who plays Lt. Col. Henry 
Blake. "There’s some real 
loving and caring on this 
show." 

Stevenson, however, is no 
longer part of that loving and 
caring. He has signed a con¬ 
tract with NBC, where he 
wants to become a variety 
show host, and in the last epi¬ 
sode of this season’s M-A-S-H, 
Blake will finally get his dis¬ 
charge, probably to be killed 
in an airplane crash on the 
way home. 

A less traumatic ending ha* 
also been shot, and 20th Cen¬ 
tury Fox. which owns the 
show, will make the final de¬ 
cision on Blake’s death, which 
would be a first for a continu¬ 
ing character in a comedy 
series. Gelbart is hesitant to 
discuss the issue, since he 
doesn’t want advance publici¬ 
ty of the possible death scene 
to frighten away viewers.

"I know most people don't 
like the idea, but most people 
don’t like death itself,” notes 
Gelbart, “CBS wasn’t for it. 
but they said. ‘We're not 
going to tell you what to do.” 

The show’s makers are for 
it, "lt would be a good dem¬ 
onstration of how wasteful 
war is,” says Gelbart, to kill 
•'someone the audience 
knows,” as opposed to the 
anonymous soldiers who file 
ihrough the operating room. 

Harry Morgan, of Dragnet 
and December Bride fame, 
will replace Stevenson as the 
commanding officer. Though 
Morgan already appeared as 
a loony, bigoted general in 
one "M-A-S-H" episode, his 
new, continuing character 
will, like Blake "have to toler¬ 
ate a lol of unorthodox behav¬ 
ior," says Gelbart. "But 
beyond that, I want to make 
him as different as |>ossible 
from Blake.” 

Stevenson talks as if he will 
miss M-A-S-H. "I’m sure as 
I'm sitting here this is the 
best thing I’ve been in." he 
declares, "and I doubt if I’ll 
ever be in anything as good 
as this again. This is the best 
ihing in terms of half-hour co¬ 
medy-drama that’s ever been 
on television." 

VALIDITY 

M-A-S-1I has its special lux¬ 
uries, he points out: "You can 
let your belly hang ouf. You 
don’t have to shave. There 
aren't many shows where you 
can look dirty and spit and 
make money and get laughs.” 

So why leave? "I think ev- 
everybody else. I've carried 
tunity to have their own 
show," says Stevenson. “Like 
everybodyelse , I’ve carried 
the spears. The star of this 
show is the writing.” 

Radar O’Reilly, the virginal 
young corporal who antici¬ 
pates all of Blake's words, is 
played by Gary Burghoff, 31. 
who is the only person who 
appeared in both the movie 
and TV versions of M-A-S-H. 
Don’t ask him to compare the 
experiences, though. He’ll tell 
you it’s like trying to comi>are 
"painting and sculpture" or 
"opera and blues.” 

He will defend the television 
version against some of Alih¬ 
an’s criticisms. Not enough 
visible blood? “You don’t 


have to see the man’s guts," 
maintains Burghoff, “to know 
from Hawkeye’s face that the 
man is bleeding. The audience 
is allowed to imagine what’s 
happening." 

Perhaps no one is as con¬ 
vinced about the validity of 
the show’s political statement 
as Alan Alda, who won last 
year's “super-Emmy" as the 
best actor in a television 
series for his portrayal of 
Hawkeye. 

When he accepted the role, 
says Alda. “I didn’t want the 
show to be a commercial for 
war. I didn’t want it to take a 
neutral position toward war. I 
wanted to make sure it didn't , 
portray w^ar as a fun thing." ^ 

PRO-HUMAN 

He is satisfied. Yet he is not 
willing to let the show be pi¬ 
geonholed as "antiwar,” ei¬ 
ther. "It's pro-human rather 
than anti-anything," he says. 
“The' bias is for the people, 
whether they’re victimized by 
war, bureaucracy, hypocrisy, 
whatever. It’s about the vari¬ 
ety of ways [>eople get lost to 
systems, to non-human con¬ 
cerns, to over-organization." 

Alda -says he doesn’t re¬ 
member much about Alt¬ 
man’s movie, "so I guess 
we’re even.” But he found the 
original novel, by Richard 
Hooker, "entertaining, with 
extraordinary characters in a 
place where they don’t want 
to be. trying to save lives. 
This combination of resis¬ 
tance and caring and the iron¬ 
ic point of view is unusual.” 

This all sounds rather 
heavy Has the show’s popu¬ 
larity surprised Alda? 

"The audience is not stu¬ 
pid." he replies. "They appre¬ 
ciate class.” 

"It's taken three years for 
people to understand and fall 
in love with this show,” says 
M c L. e a n Stevenson. But 
though the show has been 
aired on a different day of the 
week each season and this 
distresses its makers some¬ 
what—the audience has fol¬ 
lowed. 

"As of now, we’re running 
longer than the war itself,” 
says Gelbart. "But we’re only 
on one day a week. The war 
was on day after day.”

But 
he can’t help noting that his 
forthcoming TV role in Frank

Takei. a Japanese- 
! American who spent part of 
his childhood in American 
concentration camps, plays 
the central figure in Chin's 
‘ drama of a Chinese-Amerlcan 
family struggling for identity 
in San Francisco's Chinatown. 
Premiered last spring at the 
Arilferiean Place Theatre in 
New York. “The Year of the 
Dragon” will he telecasl on 
January 15 at 9 pm. over 
Channel 9’s Theatre in Ameri¬ 
ca series. 

Born near Los Angeles in 
1940, Takei was scarcely two 
years old when his family, in-

eluding a brother and sister, 
were forcibly moved to a re¬ 
mote section of Arkansas and. 
in effect, imprisoned there. 
His mother, who was bom in 
this country, was particularly 
bitter, he explained. 


“She was ready to renounce 
her citizenship and move the 
family to Japan after the war. 
My father, well, he was able 
to look at it more philosoph¬ 
ically. He said the American 
form of government was only 


as good as the people who 
were running it. Democracy 
failed then because those peo¬ 
ple failed, he told us. But he 
wanted to stay and we did.” 

Takei, who, incidentally, 
served as a pro-McGovern 
delegate to the 1972 Demo¬ 
cratic Convention, was a re¬ 
luctant “architecture student 
at Berkeley when he decided 
to take a chance on what he 
wanted most to do — acting. 

Takei stayed in school in 
California, but he switched to 
UCLA and obtained a B..\. 
and an M.A. in theatre ails. 
Later he studied additionally 
at Sophia University in Tokyo 
and the Shakespeare Institute 
at Stratford-on-Avon. 

His first professional role 
was a small part in the film 
Ice Palace, which was fol¬ 
lowed by a Warner Bi-os. TV 
contract and some appear¬ 
ances in the series Hawaiian 
Eye. 

Takei eventually returned 
to California and nothing 
much happened until Star- 
Trek came along in 1966. Not 
surprisingly, he looks back on 
his three years with that pro¬ 
gram with a touch of am¬ 
bivalence. 

"The show was put together 
with integrity and imagina¬ 
tion, and it was a wonderful 
experience in many ways.” he 
said. “But I was fourth or 
fifth banana on the show and 
as an actor, of course. I 
couldn’t help feeling frustrat¬ 
ed at times.” 

Currently Takei is the host 
of a weekly talk slxnv entitled 
Expression East-West that is 
seen in the Southern Califor¬ 
nia area. He is still active po¬ 
litically. and he’s a member 
of the board of directors of 
the Southern California Rapid 
Transit District.

'Hie late Lester B. Pear¬ 
son, distinguished world 
statesman, former prime min¬ 
ister, , history professor and 
raconteur, focuses his concern 
on fundamental national and 
international problems in Re¬ 
trospect on Power, the 13th 
episode in CBC’s First Person 
Singular series.

In commenting on the inad¬ 
equacy of human leadership 
in approaching matters of 
critical concern to society, 
Mr. Pearson expresses deep 
concern about (he intense 
pressures brought to bear on 
today’s leaders pressures 
of a kind not experienced in 
past generations.
